They still have the 
right of representation in the legislative 
bodies of the country. They are more numer- 
ous than the millionaires, and if they will but 
cease the strife among themselves it is in their

For- 
bidden by advancing years to cherish political

4 to the Silver Question. 

I do not propose to discuss the silver question, 
nor is there occasion that I should. All parties 
favor bimetallism—it‘is only to its establishment 
that some object—and, particularly, without the 
consent of Great Britain. I had supposed that 
these States were made free and in jependent, 
and-.absolved from all allegiance to the British 


crown more than a hundred years ago, but in 


this it seems I was mistaken, and that there are 
those among us who think that Congress should 
not proceed to perform its constitutional duty 
by coining money and regulating the value 
thereof, without the cooperation of Great Britain. 
Let those who think so crook the pliant 
hinges of the knee to the money power of En- 
gland. I, for one, acknowledge no such allegi- 
ance, but believe it the duty of Congress to act 
independently aud establish the value of coin as 
it existed prior to 1873, when silver was demone- 
tized.

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Always Worked at Night. 

The operations of Halloran and his associ- 
ates were of the boldest kind. All were con- 
ducted during the night. The thieves would 
mark a row of barns befo „ and during 
the night would force open the doors of the 
one selected. Frequently a horse, harness, 
and buggy would be taken from one barn, but 
at other times a good horse found in one barn 
would be led to another barn and would be 
rigged out in a better set of harness 
and, thus equipped, would be hitched 
to the best buggy to be found 
in still another barn. The rigs were general- 
ly sent without delay to a paint shop, where 
their appearance would be changed. Har- 
ness was also doctored in the same way, and 
as many changes as possible were made in the 
appearance of the horses. 

In Hailoran’s possession were found num- 
erous receipted bills for rigs he had repainted. 
He aiso carried a bank book showing deposits 
in a Philadelphia bank. Although he is talt- 
ing freely to the police they have not learned 
his history. He claims tohave been in the 
real estate business in Cincinnati and in 
some similar calling in Philadelphia. He 
was born in Chicago, but only returned here 
three years ago after a long absence. 

The stealing of a horse and wagon.from G. 
Weiland of No. 1479 Belmont avenue 
hastened the end of Halloran’s career. It was 
reported to Cant. Schuettier. Asimilar theft 
had been reported afew days before, and a 
systematic search for the missing horses was 
started. Weiland’s horse was found in Hyde 
Park. The man who had it declared he had 
purchased the animal in good faith from 
Halloran, who at the time was occupying a 
large barn in Hyde Park. Halioran got wind 
of this, and when Schuettler’s men visited his 
barn he had disappeared. 

Located and Arrested, 

That was a month ago, but Officers Robin- 
son and Sheehan followed his traii to Indiana, 
to Evanston, to the West Side, to Waukegan, 
and finally located him on Diversey street ten 
days ago and arrested bim. Two days later 
he was arraigned before Justice Mahoney in 
the Lake View Police Court and the case was 
continued. Halloran was not silent long 
when be found himself the constant compan- 
ion of inquisitive policemen. He told them 
Charles Franz, coachman for Martin 
Lewis of the Washburne-Lewis II- 
vest ment company, helped him in his 
operations in Evanston, Mr. Lewis’ 
horse and carriage had bean stolen 
a short time before. Franz was arrested on 
this information. The officers could not in- 
duce him to tell anything, so they had him 
arraigned before Justice Mahoney on a charge 
of grand larceny, and in default of bonds of 
$500 he was sent to the County Jail last 
Wednesday. : 

Halloran evidently continues to be giving 
information, for only yesterday Officers Shee- 
han and Robinson recovered four buggies and 
horses which had been stolen and sold, mak- 
ing in all about fifteen rigs recovered. 

1 have found owners for all the property 
recovered,” said Capt. Schuettler late last 
night. “Ithink the value of the property 
will reach many thousands of dollars. We 
have recovered $2,000 worth already and the 
work is only beginning, We have the name 
of one other man who Halloran eays helped 
him, and we did not expect to say anything 
about the case until we had cleared up every-

For a 
time there was a lively rate war, but a com- 
promise was effected and the steamers of the 
two companies divided the business between 
this port and the Orient. C. P. Huntington 
is now President of both companies, and, as 
it is said the steamship lines of the Northern 
and Canadian Pacific have cut in the business 
trom this port, consolidation is proposed as a 
measure of economy. .

These men are all prospering in business in 
the professions too. The most of them live 
here in Chicago, They operate a large build. 
ing and manufacturing concern and yet it is 
exceedingly seldom they all get together, 
being busy and enterprising men. 

Mr. Davis Sr. is a Welshman. He was 
born in 1813, and in 1842 came to America 
seeking a fortune, which he found. The year 
he landed Mr. Davis came West, passing 
through Chicago. Chicago was not much of 
atown in those days, and the young Welsh. 
man went right on. He chose Milwaukee for 
a home, but after living there two years he 
went out to help settle the Wisconsin wilder- 
ness. His home now is at Barnevel, in Iowa 
County. He has a nice little farm of 1,500 
acres there. Mr. Davis has reared a family 
of twelve. ten sons and two daughters. One 
of the sons died at the age of 32; the rest of 
the family is still alive. The oldest son, Dan- 
iel, is 48, the youngest, Alfred, is 23. The 
young men nearly all came to Chi- 
cago, and, with one or two excep- 
tions, they are members of one firm. 
The last time they were all together was at the 
death of their good mother ten years ago. 
As for Mr. Davis he has been back in Chica- 
go only once since 42 until this present visit. 
That once was during the World's Feir. He

RUNAWAY TUGBOAT IN THE RIVER. 


It Narrowly Escapes Doing Serious Dam- 
age to Several Schooners. 

A runaway tug in the main river just north 
of Franklin street yesterday caused commo- 
tion among the crews of several schooners ly- 
ing on the lumber market, but finally stopped 
after ploughing into the dock as far as the 
force of its speed could send it, The tug Ta- 
oma, owned by the Fitz-Simons & Connell 
Dredging company, was lying at the coal 
dock of the O. S. Richardson Fueling com- 
pany, just acruss from the lumber market, 
In some unaccountable way the engines of 
the tug were started at full speed and the 
tug brought up so suddenly on the lines that 
held it to the dock that they were 
instantly parted. The bow of the 
tug struck a big scow, lying at the dock just 
ahead, and sent the scow out into the river, 
with all its lines parted. Then the tug took a 
run into the river. Just across the river a 
large number of lumber-laden schooners were 
lying at the dock. The tug started straight 
for a tier of these boats, which happened to 
be four in number. For an instant a collision 
was looked for, when, suddenly, the tug made 
a quick swing, and running ahead of the 
schooner it was aimed for, and just astern of 
the next tier ahead, the Tacoma rammed its 
way into the dock. The heavy timbers and 
piling broke with a crash, and the dock was 
demolished for twenty feet. The speed of the 
tug was checked, and in a minute the engines 
were stopped. The bow of the tug, which is 
a new boat, had not suffered in the least, but 
the heavy lines which held the -schoopers to 
the dock were parted as if they had been 
small ropes. The vessels were not injured. 


GEN. BOOTH ARRIVES IN MONTREAL. 


Bead of the Salvation Army Wut Visit 


All the Principal American Cities. 

Mowrunit, Que., Oct. 6.—Gen. Booth, 
head of the Salvation Army, has arrived here 
and will remain for several days. He will 
proceed from here to Ottawa and then go 
to New York, where he will hold a conference 
with all the leading officers of the Salvation 
Army in the United States. He will visit all 
the American cities, gradually working west 
until he reaches San Francisco late in De- 
cember. He will return by British Columbia 
and Manitoba to Toronto. From there he 
will go to New York, whence he sails for En- 
land early ia January.

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PREIGHT TRAFFIO MANAGER OF THE 
SANTA FE HAS RESIGNED. 


Ever Since the Disclosures Made by Ex- 
pert Little There Has Been Talk of an 
Effort to Hold Him Kesponsible—Said 
te Have Acted According to Instruc- 
tions=Ipter-State Gemmerce Commis- 
sion to Investigate Rate Cutting—Al- 
dace F. Walker Called to Testify. 

J. A. Hanley, freight traffic manager of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé railroad 
company, tendered his resignation yesterday. 
Ever since the exposures made by Expert 
Little regarding the heavy rebate payments 
by the company, creatmg a shortage on the 
books of the conpany of over $7,000,000, 
there has been more or less talk in railroad 
circles that Mr, Hanley could be compelied 
to step down and out, or, in other words, that 
an effort would be made to hold him respons- 
ible for the rebate payments during President 
Man vel's administration. While Mr. Hanley. 
as the chief of he freight department, au- 
thorized the agents to allow rebates to 
shippers on bvsiness sent over the road, 
yet the general opinioa among those 
who knows the facts best is that Mr. Hanley 
acted entirely in accordance with instructions 
from his superior officers. Since the appoint- 
ment of receivers tor the Santa F6 system by 
Judge Caldwell, it is claimed, not a cent of 
rebates or drawbacks has been paid by ‘ne 
company. although asa result of that policy 
by the company its freight business between 
Kansas City and Chicago has decreased from 
about 25 per cent to about 5 per cent. As 
Mr. Hanley impiicitly complied with the 
directions of the receivers since; they 
have taken charge of the road, so, it is 
claimed, would he have complied with orders 
of the old management had he been directed 
not to pay rebates, Neither was Presi- 
dent Manvel, accerdmg to the opinion 
of prominent raiiway officials, responsible 
for the cuttmg of rates and paying 
of rebates, which caused the heavy shortage 
in accounts. The responsibility tor that ac- 

tion is placed by men who ought to know 

N upon the man who was then Chairman of the 

Board of Directors, the late George C. Ma- 

goun. At that time Mr. Reinhart was the 

General Auditor of the company and the chief 

adviser of Mr. Magown. The false entries 

appeared on Mr. Reinhart’s books, and that 
was the real reason why President Reinhart 
tendered his resignation so sooa after Mr. 

Little’s exposures. It is claimed that if he

In 1882 he be- 
came General Freight Agent of the Munne- 
apolis and St. Louis, and in Angust, 1886, 
became Truffic Manager of the Minvesotaand 
Northwestern aud its successor, the Chicago, 
St. Paul and Kansas City. In October, 1889, 
he was appointed Freight Traffic Manager of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, which po- 
sition he held up to the present time. 

It has not yet transpired who will be Mr.

COMMISSION AFTER THE SANTA FE. 
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Rebate Payments and Rate Cutting to Be 
Investigated by the Grand Jury; 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission will 
Wednesday next begin another investigation 
of rate cutting by a railroad with a view of in- 
dicting the offenders. The road to be investi- 
gated is the Santa Fé. Subpoenas were issued 
yesterday commanding Aldace F. Walker, one 
of the receivers, and W. K. Gillett, General 
Auditor of the company, to appear before the 
Federal grand jury at 10 o’clock Wednesday 
morning with a mass of books and ‘papers 
from which it is believed the grand jury will 
obtain much useful information. The subpe.- 
nas were served on Receiver Walker last every, 
ing, but Mr. Gillett was in New York, and 
therefore could not be fund. 

The subpoena served upon Mr. Walker. 
which was the same as the one for Mr. Gil- 
lette, directed him to produce before the 
grand jury a receipt given by Isaac Thomp- 
son, dated Oct. 14, 1892. for $890. This 
amount was a rebate which Thompson re- 
ceived on 173 carloads of live stock shipped 
by him from Kansas City to Chicago during 
the month of September, 1892. The sub- 
poena alto calls fora statement showing the 
number of cars of stock shipped by Thomp- 
son during that month of September. All 
the east-bound live stock snipping books from 
Kansas City are cape r, with all the books 
in the office of thé road at the Stock-Yards. 
Me. Walker is asked to furnish a statement of 
all the shipments of Thompson from the be- 
ginning of September, 1892, upto the 14th 
of the succeeding month. 

The subpoena directs the receiver to brin 
also a receipt signed by G. H. Hammond & 
Co. for a rebate of $2,980 on 596 carloads 
of stock shipped during the months of April, 
May, June, July, August, and September, 
1892, from Kansas City to Hammond, Ind. 
A statement of all the shipments of the Ham- 
mond company during those months is to be 
forthcoming, along with ail the books of the 
railroad company at its office at Hammond: 
Lastly, the receiver is directed to produce the 
printed tariffs of the road, which, according 
to law, are kept open for public inspection 
for the months from April to October, 1892, 
particulariy the. tariffs between Kanses City 
and Hammond and Kansas City and Chicago. 

It is not probable that Receiver Walker 
will prove such a witness as many other men 
in charge of railroads have proved them- 
selves. He will not refuse to obey the sub- 
pena ordering him to produce the books and 
receipts of the company fcr the inspection of 
the grand jurors, and although he is a rail- 
road manager he will not refuse to testify on 
constitutional grounds. Mr, Walker is an of.

IMMIGRANT CLEARING-HOUSE IN PERIL. 


Complications Have Arisen That Threaten 
Its Existence After Jaa. 1. 

Fears are entertained that the immigrant 
cleartng-house established by the Western 
roads in New York about nine months ago 
will not be able to remain in existence after 
Jan. 1 nest. While the new clearing-house 
has been of tome benefit to the Western roads, 
as the division of the traffic has prevented the 
excessive payment of commissions formerly 
indulged in by the roads, yet the greed of the 
New York immigrant agents, who control 
much of the business, has caused them to de- 
mand more than the roads can afford to give. 
These immigrant agents are now clamoring 
for better conditions and threaten, if their de- 
sires are not granted, to retire from the agree- 
ment they had made with the rai/roads. The 
Canadiau Pacific, which, it is claimed, con- 
tinues to pay excessive commissions, is 
biamed for the troume with the immigrant 
agents. The letter claim they are severely 
hurt by the Canadian Pacific's competition 
and that they can do better by joining hands 
with that road. Toadd tothe troubies of the 
clearing-houses the Eastern trunk lines have 
come to the front and demand that they be 
aliowed to make the division of the business 
at Eliis Island on the percentages agreed 
upon by the Western roads. This would com- 
pel the Western roads to dispense with the 
services of General Agent Pratt, who is con- 
ducting the clearing-house business, and this 
the Western lines are not willmg todo. They 
fear the Eastern trunk lines, if permitted to 
maxe the divisions, wouid run things to bene. 
fit themselves, as they did a few years ago, 
much to the detriment of the Western lines. 

A theeting of the Advisory committee of 
the clearing-house will be held in this eit 
tomorrow to consider the existing troubles, 
Among the more important subjects to be 
considered Dy the meeting are the following: 
Questions arising in connection with the Ca- 
nadian Pacific competition; west-oound im- 
migrant traffic; east-bound steamship busi- 
ness; action of trunk lines with respect to dis- 
tribution ot business of Western roads through 
Ellis Island; conduct of «pay trattic 
business of 18904; as to forms Of monthly re- 
port to be made to members of immigrant 
traffic—report of Chairman of overs and 
„shorts“ as shown trom month to month in 
report of General Agent; request of pas- 
senger department of the Trun Line Asso- 
ciation that Western lines confine payment 
of commissions to immigrant agente to busi- 
ness ticketed at Ellis Island only; request of 
Immigrant Agent Peter McDonnell for the 
payment of commissions west of Kansas City 
on business via the Memphis route; applica- 
tion of J. Ottenheimer for the payment of 
commissions on business routed via associa- 
tion lines as per statements rendered; Mor- 
mon business to Utah; request of Southern 
Pucitic for payment to its company of same 
commissions on business routed via Chicago 
or St. Lovis, as paid to the immigrant rates; 
request of outside steamship agents in New 
Lork for recognition in the extension to them 
of corresponding arrangement made with 
the immigrant agents. . 


NICKEL PLATE TO HAVE TWO RBOUTES, 


It Will Ran Through Trains Over the 
Lackawann and West Shore. 

Regarding the arrangement recently made 
between the Nickel Plate and Lackawanna 
railroads it should be stated that before the 
new arrangement with the Lackawanna was 
made there had been in effect a through sleep- 
ing car service from Chicago to New York 
via the Nickel Piate and West Shore roads 
since May 1, 1893; also a through 
sleeping car service between Chicago 
and Boston via the Nickel P.ate, 
West Shore, and Fitchburg railroads 
since May 1, 1893, both of which are in op- 
eration and wili continue in operation not- 
withstanding the new arrangement made with 
the Lackawanna. It simply means that the 
Nickel Piate wiil hereafter pay closer atten- 
tion to the through passenger service between 
Chicago and New York than heretofore and 
will run trains both over the Lackawanna and 
Western roads. 

It may also be stated that the through serv- 
ice between the Chicago and Grand Trunk and 
West Shore between Chicago, New York, and 
Boston was withdrawn May 1 and the Grand 
Trunk’s connection at Butlalo at present is 
the Lehigh Valley railroad. 


Succumbed to the Standard 071. 


There is dangér that the agreement recently 
made by the Western roads reducing the freight 
car mileage paid by railroads for the use of tank 
and other private cars from three-quarter cent a 
mile to one-half cent & miie will go to pieces.

mile. As the 4 — owner of tank cars is the 
Standard Oil company, it is quite certain 
the latter is ‘responsible for the change 
in the position of the Chicago Great 
Western regarding the matter. A conference be- 
tween the managers of the Eastern and Western 
roads will be held in New York next Wednesday 
to consider the freigat-car mileage question, but 
in view of the independent action taken by the 
Chicago Great Western an agreement is not 
likely to be reached, and the most probable out- 
come of the matter will be a restoration of the 
old rate of three-quarter cent per mile by ail 
lines. 


Injunction ' Dissolved. 

CrncInwatrt, O., Oct. 6.—Judge Severns of the 
United States court today dissolved the injunc- 
tion and dismissed the bill of the Amsterdam ex- 
directors of the Cieveland, Akron and Colambus 
railway, in which the ex-directors sought to re- 
strain the issuance of a large sum in bonds, as 
ordered by the present directors. 


Outlet to Chicago, 

SprInGFigeup, O., Oct. 6.—The Ohio Southera 
stockholders authorized the directors to lease or 
purchase the Columbus, Lima, and Milwaukee 
railroad, The road is graded and ready for rails 
from Lima to Defiance, forty miles. This will 
give the Southern an outlet to Chicago and the 
Northwest. The stockholders further decided to 
build from Jeffersonville on the main line to 
Columbus, forty miles.

Inspector Mercer Says the Arrest Was 
Made on Legal Grounds, 

Inspector Mercer denies the story of there 
Leing a political move behind the arrest of 
Secretary Biddison of the State Mutual Life 
Insurance co npany of Illinois. “ That A. P. 
A. story is simply foolishness, said the In- 
spector. “If auy of the interested parties 
belong to that organization I don’t know it. 
The Federal authorities are under heavy 
bonds to do their duty and for my part I try 
to do it without fear or favor.

He said, on investigation, he found the busi- 
ness was not legal and did not invest. Ex- 
Gov. John L. Beveridge, President of the 
company, said: Mr. Mercer is mistaken in 
his idea of our plan. It differs greatly from 
that — by the Guarantee Investment 
compeny.

NORTHWESTERN’S PRESIDENT TALKS 
WITH OITY OFFIOIALS. 


Mayor Hopkins, Corporation Counsel Ru- | thc 


bens, and Ald, Stanwood Meet Mr. 
Huchitt and Talk Over the Elevating 
Ide Many Foints Agreed Upon and 
the Prospects Are for an Amicabte Set- 
tlement — Street Car Companies Will 
Equip with Electrical Devices at Once. 


Another conference was held yesterday aft- 
ernoon between Mayo« Hopkins, Corporation 
Counsel Rubens, President Marvin Hughitt of 
the Northwestern railroad, and Ald. Stan- 
wood of the Thirteenth Ward. The elevation 
of the tracks of the road west of Western av- 
enue, which was the subject of a couference 
earlier,in the week, was again discussed, and 
it is thought the city and the representatives 
of the company will soon come to an agree- 
ment. The conversauon was a together re- 
stricted to the elevation of that portion of the 
Northwestern tracks west of Western avenue, 
as the company has already agreed to put 
these tracks into the air, provided the city 
wiil make certain concessions, which the Pres- 
ident of the road claims are absolutely neces- 
sary. President Hughitt insisted the c ty must 
pay all land damages necessary in elevating 
the tracks. This statement on the part of 
President Hughitt brought on a discussion 
similar to that which for so long continued 
when the elevation of the tracks of the Lake 
Shore and Rock Island roads was under con- 
sideration. However, it is found the interests 
involved then and the case of the North- 
western are not tobe compared, from the 


\fact the Lake Shore and Kock Island roads 


are elevating in a territory thickly settled and 
covered with manufacturing establishments, 
and where property is vaiuab:e, while the 
Northwestern, on that portion of the road now 
under consideration, will deal largely with 
vacant prairie property. Another point of 
difference brought up by President Hughitt 
that will cutan important figure in the dis- 
cussion is the fact so many of the streets 
crossed by the road in this territory have 
never been legally opened. The liability 
for damages, therefore, depends to a 
great extent upon the facts as to whether 
the right of way was condemned across the 
railroad tracks, or the railroad tracks across 
the streets. In the former instance the rail- 
road company has the advantage, and in the 
latter the city has the greater hold. Presi- 
dent Hugh:tt also insisted the depression 
should be fully five feet, but Mayor Hopkins 
vould not agree to this proposition in addi- 
tion for the city to pay land damages as well. 
He said with the depression three feet the 
land damages would be small, while with it 
at five feet the necessity for longer approaches 
for the subways would make it much heavier. 
President Hughitt agreed with the Mayor on 
this proposition and said he would at once set 
his engineers to work making plans and esti- 
mates for a ten-foot elevation, with three 
feet of depression. The question of the ele- 
vation of the tracks at West Fortieth street 
was another point discussed. The road has at 
this point its works, round-houses, and shops. 
On this account, it was agreed in any case, 
the elevation at this point will not be as great 
as at others. The subways there will be deep- 
er than the others, according to the state- 
ments of the President, but no agreement was 
reached with the Mayor on the point. Mayor 
Hopkins and Corporation Counsei Rubens are 
highly pleased with the res alt of the two con- 
ferences that have been heid with President 
Hughitt, and are satistied the Northwestern 
road will dosomething towards truck eleva- 
tion this winter. Another coaferefice will be 
held some time during the present week, and 
the question of land damages and depression 
more fully discussed. 


PERMITS FOR ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT. 


Street BRallway Compinies Will Do All 
the Work at Once, 

The street railway companies of the North, 
South, and West Divisions of the city yester- 
day afternoon applied to the city for permits 
to begin the work of reconstructing their re- 
spective systems with electrical equipment. 
This is in accordance with the ordinances of 
the companies passed by the Council early in 
the summer, and it appears that all of the 
companies have decided to do the work at the 
saine time. The entire matter was sent tothe 
office of the Law Department late yesterday 
afternoon by Commissioner Jones of the De- 
partment of Public Works. Corporation 
Counsel Rubens set to work at once examin- 
ing the ordinances of the three companies 
and will put in the entire day on it today.

The company, in all probability, will not 
operate before that date. The purchase of 
100,000 bushels of corn by Peoria interests 
was not made by distillers but by the Amer- 
ican Gluco-e company. That concern grinds 
from 20,000 to 40.000 bushels per day. 
abolition of the rebate voucher system was 
forced by the American Distributing com- 
pany. The trade demanded it, as also did 


the financial safety of distributers, who are 


in a measure responsible for the pay- 
ment of rebate vouchers. The vouchers 
outstanding are about $1,500,000. They 
mature daily and will run through a period of 
six months. It is understood the company 
has sufficient funds on hand to retire these 
vouchers. The American Distributing com- 
pany ix said to feel easy on this score. The 
American Distributing company willi continue 
to operate as a dist:ibuter of company’s 
product in the Eastern markets under its ten 
year contract. It. will receive two cents a 
gailon as heretofore. This concern, together 
with the Western Distributi company in 
the middle section of the United States, con- 
trois the bulk of the spirit tra 4e.

‘ished. if not free trade, a system of freer trade 
thau bas existed in recent years, and substituted 
for the uncertainties and fluctuations that have 
been experienced a period t certainty that mast 
be of great advantage to those in com 
merce. 


a is Cordial Reciprocation. 


Mr. Wilson then said: 

As a citizen of the United States I cordially 
iprocate, on beha.f of my country, the 
1 words witu which 1 have been intro- 
by the Chairman. For the last ten years 
United States has beeu the arena of the 
greatest politicai gonflict which has ever oc- 
curred in the history of our people. We bave 
just fought and just won the first battle in tha. 
conflict. and a:ithough the seeming resu ts are 
far less than we unped and expected—are in 
themselves dispropurtionate to the wishes and 
de iberate mandate of the American peopie—wr 
are confident that thse results d their mo- 
mentum vit open out a new era in the histor. 
wf the Uni States and of the rest of 
the wor.d. For the last twenty-five years we 
nave been following the polic) of the Celestia. 
Empire. [Applause] Fur the last twenty-five 
years were have adopted the policy of commer- 
ciai exclusion; we have called off dur sbips from 
the seas und have clipped the Wies of our in- 
dustry and enterprise. ever befor3 in the his- 
tory of the worid has the protection system ha 
an opportanity to work out its beneficent re- 
suits. if it had any, in so vast an arena; never 
vefore his it been so far tested as to its fruit- 
and tendencies, and never has it so conspicuous- 
iy demonstrated its own falsity, its utter in‘po- 
tence as an economic factor, and its incompata- 
bi ity with pure government and honest adminis- 
tra tion.

For a whole generation the people of the 
United States were taugut to believe that na- 
dona. greatness, in liv.dual prosperity, uigher 
wages, and increased weifare for the working 
péopie and the general weli-being of the coun- 
try itseif were dependent, not upon free and sta- 
b @ government, not upon individual effort and 
virtue, not upon the energy and enterprise gained 
in the new development of a ue country, not 
upon our ready inveuuon and qvick adaptation 
of the instruments of modern production and des 
tribution, not upon the bounties of Providence 
that gave us a whole continent for our country 
free from connection with the wars and interna: 
policies of o-her countries, but on account of 
Congress taxing ail the peopie for the benefit of 
the few and upon separation from commercia:

selves—by taxing themselves—a home market; in 
putting the factory beside the farn to consume 
the products of the farm. Against all these ar- 
guments and delusions we have been compelled 
siowly and laboriously to carry on this fight. 
We have had to reckon with the difficui- 
ties of some of our protected industries, 
with the crafty selfishness of o hers of them 
with the bonest deiusions of our working people 
and the equaily honest. fears of the farmers, and 
with that general and potential, if somewhat 
hazy, sentiment that taxing ourselves for the 
sake of American industries was an American 
and patriotic act, and that those who opposed it 
were seeking the benefit of other countries in- 
stead of their own country, [Applause and 
laughter] Agaiustail these arguments I am 
g.ad to say we have prevailed wit the American 
people. They were not hard to educate, because 
they have been trained by the tradiuon and in- 
heritance in the pest principles of iiberty, which 
is the heritage of all who speak our language 
und enjoy our institutions. 1 

When they could give their attention, free from 
other distracting issues, to the great question of 
their own taxation, they were quick to learn that 
infant industries, supported by the taxation, 
never become self-supporting, but as age in- 
creases become more ciamorous for pub.ic assist- 
ance. [{Hear,hear.] Our working people finally 
learned that white taxation protects to the bene- 
fit of the employer there was free trade in that 
which they had to sell—namely: their own labor. 
and Lhe compensation of labor in our pro- 
tected industries was relative smalier than in 
the general unprotected industries of land. and 
our farmers found, after ＋ and costiy experi- 
ence and patient endurance of high taxation. 
the surpius of farmer products, which required the 
development of foreign markets, was absolutely 
growing larger than ever. The people at large 
learned that under the protection of our tariff 
system there had grown up in the country trusta 
and monopolies that were omg a menace to 
free government [applause], and were seeing the 
very wealth that they had extracted from taxa- 
tion debauch eiections and corrupt iegislation.

“Overthrow of Protection.” 


Such has been the contest in which we have 
been engaged for the last ten years, more or less 
exc.usiveiy, in the United States. Such was the 
growth and overthrow of the protective cystem 
in that country; for, while it would be exaggera- 
tion to say that the tariff bill, which was to oe 
come a law months ago, is in itself the overthrow 
of the system, it marks the first and the most 
difficult step in the revolution which will go 
forward from this time by its own im- 
petus. I should not make my statement 
complete if I did not teli you something 
of the accounts aud objects that we have had in 
view. seek to emancipate the industries of our 
country; and while what I may say may not be 
so welcome to you as business-men as what I have 
already said, I do not feel that I should show a 
just appreciation of your welcome tonight if I 
did not speak to you the whole truth with the 
utmost frankness. [Applause. } 

In this great contest for tariff reform we have 
kept before the American people two great ob- 
jects, The first was to reduce and speedily abol- 
ish all those taxes levied upon them for the sup- 
port and enrichment of private industries and 
the establishment of the great principie that a 
government’ has no right to impose any 
taxes except for the support of the gov- 
ernment. he second was the emancipa- 
tion of American industries from those 
restraints which have heretofore excluded them 
from tue markets of the world. If I were stand- 
ing before you as an apologist and defender of 
the system of protection, and especially of Chi- 
nese protcction in my own country, I sbouid un- 
doubtedly rua counter to your own broad ard in- 
telligent views of what is the wise and just poi- 
icy for every nation, for I recognize that nations, 
like individuals, may some imes profit by those 
fauits of others which their owa judgment and 
broader knowledge have saved them — But, 
standing here as one identitied with the great 
movement for tariff reform in the United States, 
Lam not altogether sure that I can call on you 
to rejoice over its accomplishment, except 
as you approve of sound principies more than 

ou follow selfish advantages. (Applause. | 

ndoubtedly our yoluntary retirement from the 
high seas and the markets of the world was to 
the advantage of those who were wise enough to 
pursue these ends, and more than any other to 
the advantage of the people of the United King- 
dom. Our protection was inte to keep you 
from coming in to compete with us in the home 
markets, but now we have been tearing down the 
fences that shut ourseives out from competing 
with you and other nations. Not only in cotton, 
wheat, and corn have we an increasing surplus 
that must find itself consumers in other coun- 
tries, but we have today in the United States a 
manufacturing capacity that can in six months 
supply all the home demand.

OORNER-STONE TO BE LAID TODAY. 


New Edifice for the First Presbyterian 
Charch of Evanston. 

The corner-stone of the new First Presb; - 
terian Church of Evanston will be laid today 
at 3:30 p.m. An address will be made by 
the pastor, the Rev. Dr. N. D. Hillis, to be 
followed by the deposit of the box and the 
formal laying of the stone. The former 
edifice was burned last March, but the work 
of removing the débris for the new 
foundations was not begun until the 
middie. of August. The foundations are 
now complete for the largest church edifice 
in Evanston. The audience room will be 86x 
76 feet, but the building itself will measure 
165 feet in length by 92 feet in width, the 
Sunday-school und assembly rooms being on 
the same floor with the auditorium. The 
building will be of Lemont limestone, which 
is of a bluish white color, and will cost be- 
tween $65,000 and $70,000. It is to be 
under roof by Dec. 1. It will face Chicago 
avenue on the west and on the north will ve 
a large entrance to the Sunday-school rooms. 
On the northwest corner will be a fine tower 
twenty-four feet square. The ladies of the

BEAR DEAL STILL ON IN SUGAR, 


Indications in Wall Street Are That the 
Trust Stock WII Go Lower. 

New York, Oct. 6.—[Specifl.]—All of the 
trust’s stucks, or nearly all of them, have 
been conspicuous during the week. Sugar, 
of course, was next to Chicago Gas, the lead- 
er. It has had something of a rise from the 
bottom price, which it touched under the 
, pressure of bear manipulation direct from the 
inside. In all probability ‘sugar stock will 
seli considerably lower than it is quoted at 
now. The inside bear deal is not over. In 
all likeiihood the rally of four or five points 
which we have had is merely incidental to the 
general scheme the millionaire magnates of 
the trust have in view. They are probably 
desirous of seeing the price under 75. It is 
not in their line, however, to let outsiders get 
much incidental profit on the movement 
downward. Thus it is that we have a rally in 
which traders short of the stock have to sub- 
mit to rallies. Ifthe price of sugar opens 
strong the coming week it is likely to prove 
merely preliminary to a worse break than has 
yet deen seen. 

In the granger stocks the short interest has 
been influential just as has appeared in the 
industrials. Nearly all of the Western rail. 
road stocks are up somewhat. Burlington 
has had Boston support during the last few 
days and London has been buying some St. 
Paul. Outside of these two interests in the 
murket, however, and they have not been by 
any means the most important, most of the 
transactions in the granger stocks have been 
by stock exchange traders who have institu- 
ted little campaigns against other traders who 
for some time past have been on the short 
side. Conditions that tell on stock markets 
are not favorabie. We are hearing much of 
what the chronic effects will be of sweeping 
Republican victories throughout the country 
next month.

PROTEST AT THE KING’S SPEECH, 
Portuguese Naval Officers Startle Lisbon by

LARGE OITIES COMPARED. =. 


Chicago Fares Well, Considering What 
Places of Amusement in New York and 
Boston Have te Pay=Rates Range from 
75 Cents for the Auditerium to $8.32 
for the Grand Museum in Boston=Chi- 
eago Underwriters Propose Changes in 
the Association Constitution. „ 


Insurance rates on thea are higher than 
on the ordinary risks adjoining, a fact due in 
a great measure to the inflammable character 
of the scenery and the drop curtains. Chica- 
go theate s, however, fare as well as any in 
the country and better in some respects than 
New York and Boston theaters. New York 
theaters are asa class of superior construc- 
tion and for many of them the rate is quite 
low. Boston, on the other hand, with weil 
constructed theaters pays rates far in excess 
of those charged in Chicago, the cheapest rate 
being $2.75 and running from that amount 
up to $7.82 on the Grand Museum and $8.32 
on its contents. The Auditorium has a rate 
considerably less than that charged any other 
theater in the three cities, the rate being only 
75 cents on the building and 75 cents on 
contents.

SEVERAL AMENDMENTS PROPOSED. 


Chicago Underwriters Wish to Make 
Chenges in the Constitution and Br-Law-. 

When the Chicago Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion meets Wednesday there will be several 
nuts to crack. Amendments have been 
offered already to several sections of the con- 
stitution, and changes in the by-laws, also, 
will be proposed. The matter whichis ex- 
pectei to cause more of a fight than any 
other is the proposal to change the rates of 
commissions to brokers from the present 74¢ 
and 15 percent to 10 and 20 per cent on 
ordinary and preferred risks. 

It is the plan to bring the class distinction 
question to an issue also. At the present 
time there are three ciasses. The first 
class consists of officers. managers, 
or general agents of com panies 
having the authority to appoiat and remove 
agents and direct the business of the com- 
pany for the entire County of Cook, and to 
whom all business therein for such company 
is reported and passed upon by them, who 
are also members of class No. 2, and persons 
who are and shuil continue to be the sole re- 
cording or pulicy writing representative with- 
in district one for at least one fire insurance 
company. The second class includes persons 
who are managers or general agents of fire 
insurance companies having authority to ap- 
point, remove, and supervise agents 
for and direct the business of their 
respective companies in the entire County 
of Cook, to whom all business is 
reported and passed upon by them. The 
third class includes persons who are lawfuliy 
commissioned recording agents of companies 
who write and sign their own policies and 
who are principally engaged in the business 
of fire insurance, or engaged in such business 
together with selling or renting real estate for 
otners, or with negotiating loans on reai es- 
tate for others. It is proposed to change the 
mem bership into two classes only. 

Managers and agents may clash on the 
—.— of authority in rate-makmg. Some 
of the company managers think local agents 
have been running matters more in the inter- 
ests of customers than of the companies, and 
there is a rumor some action will be asked 
giving the companies more voice in the mak- 


ing of rates.

Painting a Pope. 

While he was in Rome Mr. Healy painted

nished. full of books, the table covered with 
papers. The Pope was dressed all in white 
cloth with scarlet shoes; the hair was white. the 
face rather pale, with bright eyes not incapable 
of sparkie, for his Holiness knew how to take a 
joke. He was a pretty good sitter, but some- 
what restless and curious also as to what his 

inter was about. one occasion he arose 
rom his seat. to look over my shoulder.

tude I have „I @xclaimed, perhaps a lit- 
tle abruptly: I beg your Hol to sit down.”

The contrast was great in every trespect. In- 
stead of tears, of suffering, of death, I found 
bappiness, luxury, and joyous life. Clay, though 
he had been a poor boy and a struggling young 
man, was at that time one of the most popular 
and successful orators and peliticians of the 
United States. He was very fascinating in man- 
ner, and his friends took to heart his defeat 
when he ran for the Presidency almost as much 
as he did himself. : 


On one occasion he said to mo: Mr. Healy, 


vou are a capital portrait painter, and you are 


the first who has ever done justice to my mouth, 
and it is well pleased to express its gratithde.” 
Clay’s mouth was a very peculiar one, thin- 
lipped and extending almost from car to ear. 
„But,“ he added. you are an indifferent 
courtier; though you come to us from the French

Don't you know that I am 
prouder of my cows and sheep than of my best 
speeches?”’ 

Mr. Healy painted Webster not only once 
but several times, the last being at Marshfield 
in 1848: 

I there made a small picture of our great ora- 
tor in his hunting gear; Mrs. Webster, his second 
wife, is seen in the distance in the doorway. This 
lady had no children, and as at that time my wife 
was with me and had a small baby Mrs. Webster 
declared that. she would go barefoo from 
Washington to Boston to have such a white, soft, 

retty baby of her own. Her husband was very 
ond of holding the little creature in his arms 
and of playing with it after a solemn fashion. 

Lites at Mr. Webster's was very simple and 
pleasant; his Children by his first wife, friends 
and relatives made a large home circle. One o 
these relatives on one occasion had Webster as 
his partuer at whist, and it seems that one can 
be a powerful speaker without knowing the ruies 
of that noble game. Bei much absorbed by 
thoughts quite foreign to the cards, Webster for- 
got to return his partner's lead. whereupon this 

entleman exclaimed: “ Mr. Webster, you play 
ike the devil's rag-baby !”’ 


In Paris Again. 


Back in Paris Mr. Healy painted the late 
M. Thiers: 

He was then a white hairéd man, very active, 
very bright, very decided in his manner; his eyes 
shone and sparkied behind his spectacles; his 
tuft of white hair, amusingly exaggerated in all 
caricatures, was odd, but in no way ridiculous; 
his small body had remained very supple, and he 
made the most of every inch of his diminutive 
stature. His conversation was very varied, full 
of anecdotes. and he was fond of talking. When 
he did not feel inclined to converse he at once 
fell asleep. He was an extremely early riser. 
and would often astonish people by a — 4 — 5 
or 6 o'clock in the morning for a business inter- 
view; but he snatched many a five minutes’ doze 
during the day. 

Indeed, to the uninitiated this peculiarity, 
which had extended to his wife and his sister-in- 
law, was rather startling. The mansion of the 
Place Saint-Georges was open to friends every 
evening; but a visitor, if he happened to drop in 
too soon after dinner, before the greater number 
of guests had arrived, would not infrequently 
find Mme. Thiers fast asleep on one side of the 
fireplace, Mlle. ne, her ‘sister, on the other, 
and the master of the house taking a quiet nap 
almost hidden in a big armchair by the table. 
And the nods with which a remark was received 
were not always nods of acquiescence. On more 
than one occasion I have retreated on tip 
fearing to disturb by my preserce the repose o 
the venerable trio. 0 

Thiers was very friendly during the sittings 
to Mr. Healy: 

Some of his friends assisted at these sittings, 
and the talk happened to fall on the dramatic 
author, Sardoa.

I. said the ex- President. As | as 1 was in 
power I absolutely refused to allow L’Oncle 
Sam’ to be represented on the rds of a Paris 
theater, I considered it a iibel, an unwarranted 
satire leveled at a country which had every 
right to our sympathies.”

these few receive women. One is for women 
only, and has some women in its faculty or 
corps of instructors. The others are co- 
educational. 

But there is one branch of the medical stu- 
dent’s work in which the sexes do not mingle. 
This is the very unpleasant. (to outsiders) but 
equally necessary work of dissecting the 
human body divine after it has ceased to be 
the abode of a soul and become a mere lump 
of clay. 

Dust to dust, ashes to ashes, is the formula 
by which the mortal part is, by the fierce heat 
of cremation or the less rapid but equally 
certain process of moldering in the grave, re- 
solved back to its original elements. But 
meantime it may serve a passing purpose; 
may be (and is) to the eye and touch of 
science a machine of passing intricacy and 
wonder, whosé secrets must be learned of the 
dead that the living may live. It may ina 
word be dissected. 

There is a prejudice in most conventional 
souls against dissection, especially as applied 
to one’s own mortal remains and—perhaps in 
a less degree—to the mortal remnant ot one's 
friends. It is not a universal prejudice 
or an insurmountable one, for only 
the other day the Chicago police 
court records told the not uncommon 
tale of a negro who had offered bis body 
in exchange for the price of a liberal *‘ toot,”’ 
agreeing, forbye, to die and promptly deliver 
the goods. Still the prejudice obtains. Lopg 
ago it was so powerful that doctors could ob- 
tain the material for their necessary post- 
mortem studies only by the greatest inge- 
nuity or even fraud. But in latter years the 
law has taken cognizance of the needs of sei- 
ence, so that now the prison, the hospital, the 
asylum, and the almshouse regularly yield 
up their ghastly crop of unclaimed dead. 

For it is no longer disputed that to become 
a doctor a man must by the evidence of his 
own senses learn the intricate mechanism of 
the human body. 

And if a man, why not also a woman? 

In the curriculum of a medical college it is 
prescribed that the student must begin the 
work of dissection in the first term of the 
first year. It is so in the colleges referred 
to, so that now, in a very few weeks, these 
scores of young women will be at work over 
their ghastiy business. 

It is not easy to gain access to the studios 
of these artists of the scalpel. Not easy, but 
not impossible either. The dissecting rooms 
are placed in the upper story of the college 
building to secure light from the roof as 
well as to exclude the prying gaze of the mor- 
vidly curious. 

Necessarily the room is not furnished with 
sumptuous profusion. Thereis no need of 
chairs, because the students stand at their 
work. Some charts hang on the walls, but 
these are less for ornament than for use. The 
windows are open evenin winter, for cool 
air, and plenty of it, is essential to the busi- 
ness in hand. 

In such a room, lighted from above, picture 
a group of rude tables, breast high, like siabs 
at the morgue, and bearing exactly the same 
burden, 

Around each table six young women, silent, 
almost sdlemn in demeanor. The male stu- 
dent, according toan unpleasant tradition, 
takes the work of dissecting e en- 
livens it with rade pranks. He habitually 
smokes, and too often takes strong drinks to 
fortify his nerves against the unpleasantness 
and ardur of his work. The female student is 
wiser, more decorous, more dignified. She 
cannot smoke and drink, and she has @ pro- 
found sense of the really,solemn character of 
her work,

FREE TRADE BETWEEN STATES. 

The junior Democratic organ in this city 
has the following in a récent issue, relating to 
a speech by Mr. Clark E. Carr at a Repub- 
lican meeting a week ago Saturday: 

While deprecating any approach to free trade 
with other countries as franght with disaster to 
our beople, he gloried in the perfect freedom of 
trade throughout this country from Florida to 
Alaska. He declared that this was “the kind of 
free trade the Republicans wanted.“ 

The people know, if Mr. Carr and the other Ro- 
publican orators do not, that when he said this 
he admitted away the whole protectionist case. 
Every protection argument, from the pauper 
labor argument up or down throughout the list, 
is just as good for the protection of Iowa and 
Minnesota against Massachusetts and PFennsyl- 
vania as it is for the protection of the United 
States against England and Germany. 

Consistency requires the protectionist to favor a 
tariff for every State in this Union, Every State 
is “inundated” with the products of other 
States, and, according to protectionist theory. 
every State needs to protect itself against the 
cheav products of other States in order to give 
employment to labor and keep up wages, 

This is very shallow nonsense. In the 
United States ever since the Revolution more 
than a hundred years ago we have had one 
government for the whole country and inter. 
State free trade. When the thirteen colonies 
became one nation they all had substantially 
the same wage scale, as they had had for 
many years previously while subject to Great 
Britain. Ever since the Constitution was 
adopted inter-State lines have formed abso- 
lutely no bar to the tree movement of per- 
sons, property, or trade. During all that 
time the States have had one system of prices 
and one wage scale, and the demands on the 
people by the government have applied uni- 
formly to all sections with the present e- 
ception of the invome tax, which is de- 
signed to reach a small class, most of 
the members of which live in one portion 
of the country. The only departures from 
this uniformity of the wage scale have been 
special and local, as, for instance, in Califor- 
nia during the excitement of gold mining in 
the 508, and in Chicago during the rebuilding 
after the great fire. 
substantial uniformity any talk about tariff 
discriminations by one State as against an- 
other, or of protection as between States, is 
absurd. 

It the nations of Europe had the samo wage 
scale as the Americans have, with prices vary 
mg only by reason of cost of transportation. 
it would not make any difference whether we 
had high tariff, low tariff, or no tariff at all. 
The nations of continental Europe might 
adopt now free trade among them- 
selves provided they could fix on 
some new method of raising the rev. 
enue they now get from customs duties, this 
because their wage scales are very much the 
same. The statement would be true equally 
for this country as for Europe, if Cleveland, 
MacVeagh, and Wilson are able to carry out 
their plan of reducing the wage scale here till 
it comes down toa level with that of Europe. 
If in this country there were such startling 
differences in wage scales between the States 
as exist between the countries of Europe it 
would not be at all surprising if some States 
insisted strenuously upon protecting. them- 
sclves against others. Ifthe wage scale in the 
West, for instance, were double what it was 
in the East, there would be a great deal of ag- 
tation and discussion in the West on the sub- 
ject of local protection. 

At present the Canadian wage scale is a lit- 
tle lower than ours. The industries of Canada 
have just been benefited by Democratic tar- 
iff legisiation, without corresponding benefit 
to ourselves. But supposing Canada were an- 
nexed to the United States. Then, with the 
free ‘intercourse that would take place, the 

Canadian wage scale would be raised up to 
harmonize with the American scald. So if we 
were to annex Great Britain the wage scale of 
that country would be raised to au equality 
with ours, unless we adopted the English poli- 
ey of free trade, in which case we should sink 
to the English wage level. But if we should 
go in for free trade with all Europe, then it 
would be imposs ble for us to raise the Euro-

The outlook for the coming winter in this 
city, especially among the trades and working 
people, is in some respects better than it was 
last year at this time, There has been a par- 
tial recovery from the total paralysis of al! 
industries which existed then. A consider- 


able number of them which were then frozen 
ba ve thawed out somewhat, but as they must 


be run upon a lower wage scale, as the result 


_of the fear of the actualization of the Demo- 


cratic tariff policy, there is danger the men 
employed in them may be less able to get 
through than in the winter of 1893.9. 

In making a forecast of the winter’s pros- 


| pect it is to be taken into account also that a 


certain amount of building has been done this 
last year anc that in some cases the building 
trades have forced wages up to about the 
scale of more prosperous times, having the 
advantage of not bemg affected by outside 
competition as the manufacturers of competi- 
tive goods are. It makes little difference to 
the building business what buildings are put 


up in Milwaukee. But while wages have been 


kept up the actual quantity of work is less; 
so while in the summer of 1893 men 
were getting high wages for six days’ 
work this year they are getting these same 
high wages for only two or three days’ work. 
Consequently the surplus funds which ba ve 
been accumulated through the summer to 
carry them through the winter are smaller 
then they were tast year. On the other hand, 
the men may have been more saving, econom- 


| ical, ‘and provident than they were in the 


1893. Much also depends on how 
long mg season will continue. If it 
conti through October and reaches well 
into November it will be a great help in tak- 
ing the edge off the customary winter priva- 
tion, II on the other hand the cold weather 
sets in quickly and permanently there will be 
along winter and less wage earnings with 


summer 


which to get through it. 


On the whole, however, the situation is more 
encouraging than it was last year. While 
work has to be done at lower wages, owing to 
the policy of Cleveland, Wilson, MacVeagh & 
Co., and will haveto be done at still lower 
wages, gradually getting down to the starva- 
tion standard if that policy is carried out to 
absolute free trade, surrender of our home 
markets, and the opening of our doors to Eu- 
ropean cheap labor and its products, yet there 
are many who have some work at existing wages 
while last fall there was no work at any wages. 
Involuntary idleness was far greater last year 
than now. -This is not a jubilant view of the 
situation, but itis temporarily encouraging. 
The November elections may help to make it 
permanently so. If not, and Cleveland, Wil- 
son, MacVeagh & Co. have the shaping of af. 
fairs, the workingmen must expeet misery 
and distress and a condition bordering on 
starvation. It rests largely with themselves 
whether this condition will materialize or not. 


THE NEW WOMAN, 

Time was when all current literature 
teemed with Ad vice to Women, concerned 
chiefly with cultivating their minds, in order 
that they should not find themselves hopeless- 
ly left behind their husbands and brothers. 
They were enjoined to interest themselves in 
the affairs of the world, to enlarge their out- 
look, to remember that the universe was not 
bounded by the four walls of the home, etc., 
ete. Now, behold! We have got the woman 
we prayed for and preached about, and we 
are wondering whether, after all, she is so vast 
an improvement on the old type. 

The fact is women are the most consci- 
entious of creatures. Once impressed with 
the notion of duty nothing will stop them 
from paying its exactions to the uttermost. 
Having discovered that prisons and politics 
and schools and cities are in need of reform 
they have gone into the reforming business 
with a zest that knows no bounds. Having 
been told that they were narrow and ignorant 
they have gone at self-culture with a rush 
that is simply appalling. The woman who 


has no hobby, no set purpose on which all 


her energies are bent, is quite looked down 
upon by her sex. 

A young lady recently graduated from an 
Eastern college, an only daughter whose 
parents rejoiced in her return to the home life 
after a four years’ bres exclaimed in de- 
spair the other day: ‘‘I shall have to secure 
some kind of a certificate to prove that I am 
not idle, 
Iam going to do, and because I have no great 
schemes or ambitions to report I seem to be 
regarded as a sad failure.”’ 

Tue Trrsune does pot regret there are nu- 
merous opportunities open to woman. It re- 
joices in all her chances for the higher educa- 
tion, and the avidity with which she has em- 
braced them ; but it thinks she is doing quite 
as good service with her acquirements when 
she is using them to dignify and adorn family 
and hospitable intercourse as when she is 
writing learned papers for the club or the 
lecture platform.

THE FEMALE VOTE, 

Outside of Chicago there appears to be 
much confusion as to the manner in which 
the women shall vote at the November elec- 
tion. In some counties the apathy of the 
County Central committee is so great as to 
warrant the inference they donot care to 
have the women vote at all. The farther one 


gets into the back woods the more emphatic is 


the prejudice against female suffrage and the 
more pronounced the conviction that the 
women on election day ought to be at home 
attending to domestic duties instead of going 
to the polle to vote for University Trustees. 
It may be said that in the Democratic back- 
woods districts there is a general conviction 
that there is no need for a university and that 


consequently it is time thrown away for men, 


let alone women, to vote for Trustees. 

In this emergency the Republicans, who 
have done everything for the women thus far, 
have come to their relief again. Some Chair- 
men of County Central committees having 
written to Chairman Tanner of the Repub- 
lican State Central committee asking him 
whether women are really to vote, and, if so, 
how they will vote, Mr. Tanner, upon the 
recommendation of the Woman’s Republican 
Campaign committee, has sent out a general 
letter which covers all the points likely to arise 
in every county in Illinois. The substantial 
portions of it are contained in the following 
extract: 


Acting upon the advice of their attorney the 


Election Commissioners of Chicago have decided 
that in the absence of specific law upon the sub- 
ject the genera! statute governing the Australian 
ballot will apply in the matter of women vot- 
ing for Trustees of the University of Llinois, 
Therefore they will print the ballots for women 
at public expense and in official form. the candi- 
dates for Trastees of the university of the several 
parties appearing in columns, with circles and 
squares, each ballot bearing the signature of the 
clerk; the ballots to be treated as other official 
ballots, Separate ballot-boxes will be provided 
for each election district. In the absence of any 
precedent you must exercise your best judgment 
as to the number of baliota to be provided, The 
ballot should contain the names of candidates 
for Trustees of the university only. 

These instructions leave no excuse for com- 
mitteemen who neglect their duty and fail to 
let the women vote, It is not likely that the 
Democratic committeemen will do anything 
to expedite woman suffrage or to assist the 
women in voting. The Republicans have 
done everything thus far, and if they go ahead 
and provide the boxes and the ballots it will 


make no difference whether the Democratic 


com mitteemen doanything or not. It should 
have the effect, however, if women have any 
sense of gratitude, to cause every woman’s 
vote in Illinois to be cast for Mrs. Flower, 


“THIRD PARTY ” INCONSISTENCIES. 

Not one of the men who talk at the “third 

party meetings and make speeches in favor 
of “third party candidates have explained, 
or tried to explain, why it would be better to 
adopt the policies of the Populists instead of 
those of the Republicans. 
simply to dictate to their hearers to 
do so-and-so, but ought to inform them 
why they should do thus-and-so. Por 
instance: Why do they not show how 
it would benefit labor to adopt the free trade 
of which the Populists ure in favor? Why do 
they not tell how anc in what respect it would 
benefit the workingmen of Chicago to force 
down the wage scale by the importation of 
com petitive foreign goods to be offered at 
lower, lower, and still lower rates? Why do 
they not try to explain whether or not this 
would necessitate a reduction in the wages of 
the men who make similar lines of goods in 
this country, provided that the manufacture 
of those goods were continued here? 

They ought to sthte these things for the in- 
formation of the tollers, and then describe 
the way in which it would benefit the laboring 
man to debase the currency by about 50 per 
cent, banish all the gold from circulation, 
and leave for the money of the people only 
silver -ifculating at its builion value, each 
piece of silver being good for the purchase of 
not more than half the comforts of life 
that can -be purchased with it today 
at the artificial value maintained for 
it by keeping it at parity with gold. 
Then they should. explain how, after 
having out down the purchasing power of the 
unit of currency one-half, it would benefit the 
people to drive out all the silver by the issue 
of flat scrip and come down to a currency 
worth nothing at all. After this they should 
explain further how the working people are to 
be benefited if the Populists succeed in pro- 
curing the establishment of government ware- 


houses in which to store the cropsef the 


farmer and try to force up prices for am by 
creating an artificial famine. Finally they 
should tell how the people are to be advantaged 
by the issue of bil lions on billions of flat serip 
to be loaned out to people who have anything 


which they call security, this amounting prac- 


tically to a loaning of scrip which was worth- 
less on security which was worthless.

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labor. The objects of the advocates of this 
holiday are commendable, They want to 


} stimulate municipal pride, to unify discord- 
ant elementa, and to educate the people at 


large as to the wealth, resources, and indus- 
tries of Chicago, They think these things 
can be accomplished by commemorating 
“the most important event in the history of 
the city. ” . 

There are others, however, who do not take 
exactly this view of the case. They have no 
objection to@ local holiday which will benefit 
the city, but they object to glorifying the fire, 
and they doubt the policy of sacrificing an 
October day. These people say that while 
calamities are commemorated occasionally it 
is with fasting and with prayer rather than 
with processions and with brass bands. The 
Londoners did not think it worth while to 
commemorate the anniversary of their great 
fire. Towns which have been scourged by 
cyclones or shaken by earthquakes do not 
make festal occasions of those anniversaries. 

The fireeof 1871 was a calamity with no re- 
lieving features, It destroyed several hun- 
dred million dollars worth of property. It 
swept away the savings of the rich and of the 
poor. It forced every one to work with fever- 
ish activity forsucceeding years to make good 
what had been lost, Many broke down in the 
attempt. The city had to mortgage itself to 
rebuild, and, therefore, the panic of 1873 
struck it with special force. If that fire had 
not happened the city would be richer now 
than it was then. It would not have shown 
what desperate energy can accomplish, but 
ite citizens would have been spared a great 
deal of unhappiness. 

There are those who object in the interest 
of labor to an October holiday. They say 
that the working days of that month are too 
precious for one of them to be wasted. When 
that month begins the building season is 
drawing toa close, It is impossible to tell 
how many seasonable days there will be in 
November and December. The workmgman 
does not mind the loss of a July or August 
day, though it may be worth $3 or $4 to him. 
But when the 9th of October comes he knows 
that work is drawing to a close, that the win- 
ter days are approaching, when he may have 
more holidays than he wants and when he 
will have to depend on what he has laid up 
during the summer and fall. 

It is suggested that Labor day be celebrated 
here on the 9th of October instead of the first 
Monday in September. It is not probable 
that the workingmen will agree to that. Nor 
should they. The weather is much more like- 
ly to be pleasant in September than in Octo- 
ber and the trades unions would rather have 
their celebration at the same time as their 
brethren throughout the United States. They 
will not be inclined to give up their national 
holiday. 

There can be no holiday célebration this 
year. Therefore there are twelve months in 
which to think the matter over and discuss the 
pros and cons of this proposed local holiday. 
Those who favor it can point out that other 
cities have such days. Baltimore celebrates 
the repulse of the British and New Orleans 
their defeat. Those who are opposed to it 
can say that Detroit does not celebrate Hull’s 


| surrender nor Charleston its earthquake visi- 


tation, and they will ask if some other day 
than the 9th of October cannot be selected 
by Chicagoans—for instance, that of the In- 
dian massacre in Avgust, 1812, if it is neces- 
ary to celebrate something which was un- 


pleasant. Those who are for the holiday can 


dwell on the werld-gharity which followed the 
fire and the heroism with which Chicagoans 
met and overcame their misfortunes. There 
is enough in the subject for a year’s discus- 
sion. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL CHIL" REN AND STREET 
PARADES. 

The Board of Education, at its last regular 
meeting, gave orders that the school children 
should have a half-holiday next Wednesday. 
That is known as Temperance day, and is to 
be celebrated by a parade of members of 
temperance societies on Michigan avenue. 
While the board did not assume to order the 
children to take part in this demon. 
stration, yet many citizens of Germanic race 
were under the impression that that was 
what was undérstood, and they remonstrated 
most emphatiqgjly. The board held a special 
meeting night Defore last and would have re. 
considered its school-closing order, but found 
that under a. technical construction of the 
rules it could not doso. The public schools 
will therefore be shut for half of Wednesday, 


‘but, as several members of the board stated, 


no child is directed or required to take part 
in the parade, Their parents can let them do 
so or can keep them away. 

This little incident may teach the board not 
to be so eager to grant holiday vacations and 
to stop and reflect before depriving tens of 
thousands of children of a day’s or a half 
day’s schooling. The boys and girls have but 
five days’ instruction in the week for but 
forty weeks ia the year, less holidays. They 
need all the instruction they can get and 
much more, and it is not right to deprive 
them of any of it. The tendency of the board 
is, however, to deprive the children of some 
of their precious school hours whenever a 
special enthusiast asks that it be done, with- 
out stopping to consider and figure out 
whether the children of the masses will be the 
gainers or the losers thereby. , 

In this particular case the members of the 
board when requested to give a holiday 
‘Temperance day” ought to have asked 
themselvés whether the educational instruc- 
tion which the children would lose by being 
out of echool oa tnat day was of less conse- 
quence than the instruction they would re- 
ceive by taking part in the street parade or. 
by looking at the parade from the sidewalks, 
or by doing neither and staying at home.

Home Missionary Seciety Organized, 


‘The American, now the Congregational 
Home Missionary Society, was organized in 
1826, and ite work now covers the entire land. 
Upto 1893 it had expended ‘$15,384,895, 
the bulk of which has been spent in the West. 
The 8 Church Building Society 
has aided 2,444 churches in securing 2,444 
houses Of worship and 432 parsonages. 
During the period’ of anti-slavery 
agitation the American Missionary 
Association whose forty-fifth annual 
meeting will be held in Lowell, Mass., this 
October, was aiding in the interior as many 
as seventy churches. The Congregational 
Sunday-School and Publishing Society, which 
has headquarters in Boston and Chicago, has 
been a blessing to the children of the West. 
Since 1883 it hes developed more than 450 
Western Sunday-schools into churches. The 
Congregational New West Educational Com- 
mission, now consolidated with the American 
— Educational Society, has 

lanted schools and colleges in Utah and New 

exico, which will grow into colleges for 
each State. 

Manaseseh Cutler, the Yankee Congregation- 
al leader of the colony of Revolutionary sol- 
diers, previously referred to, secured a pro- 
vision in the ordinance of 1787 whereby in all 
the region reaching to the Miesissippi, and 
later to the Pacific coast, the sixteenth sec.

The women 
appear to fear that unless voting be exactly 
the fashionable thing they will have 
something to lose by gomg tothe polls, As 
indicated, they are not themselves fashionable 
women. It may be added that there is still 
one other class which is hesitating. It is com- 

of fashionable women unaccustomed 
to club life. They are inciined to. be quite 
conservative and unwilling to vote unless it is 
demonstrated that their rich aud more pro- 
gressive neighbors will be in the van. 

This is the condition as it presents itself to- 
day, but there isa continual growth of the 
movement, and little by little the lines are 
thrown out and recruits gained from every 
quarter. If the interest continues to grow, 
as it has within the last few weeks, there is 
reason to believe that voting at this election 
may actually become a species of fad.

October is one df the most delightful mo 
of thé year for star-gazing. At abo 
o’clock; in the early part of the month, @i 
an hour earlier War its close, the heavens 
present an exceptionally brilliant aspect. The 
broad irregular arch of the Milky Way, epan- 
ning the sky in a direction from southwest to 
northeast, then passes nearly overhead. In it 
or near it are the constellations Ophiuchus, 
the Eagle, the Swan, Cepheus, Cassiopeia, 
Perseus, and Auriga. The Milky Way itself, 
simply a mass of telescopic stars, is re- 
splendent with stars of every magnitude, 
particularly in the neighborhood of the Swan, 
which may now be seen nearly overhead, . 
The region on the northwestern side of the 
Milky Way contains the constellations Her. 
cules, the Lyre, the Northern Crown, the 
Dragon, and the Two Beafs. 5 
In the southeast is the monster constellation 
Cetus, the Whale, remarkable not less for its 
paucity in stars than for its great size; and 
directly south is the Southern Fish, notable 
solely for its brilliant star Fomalhaut, 7 
Above the Whale and the Fish runs the line 
of the zodiacal constellations—Sagittarius,

The tonstellation Auriga, the Charioteer, 
can be located readily by means of its bright 
star, Capella, the She-Goat, which may now 
be seen fairly above the horizon in the north- 
east. . 

Above Auriga stands Perseus, brandishing 
in his right hand his sword—-of which, by the 
way, there is not the slightest trace among 
thé stars—and swinging in his left hand the 
terrible Medusa heai, marked by the varia- 
ble star Algol, the “Blinking Demon,“ de- 
scribed last month. 

To the right of Perseus and in midheavens, 
in the east, reclines Andromeda. Still farther 
to the right and ata greater altitude is Pe. 
gasus. large dipper-shaped group of seven 
stars of the second magnitude forms the bésis 
of these three constellations and renders their 
location easy. The great Square of Pegasus 
is the bowl of this dipper; the star at its 
northeastern corner, Alpherat, is in the head 
of Andromeda. 

Midway between Andromeda and the oast- 
ern horizon is a pair of stars, one of the sec.

Way lie Andromeda and the winged horse Pe- 
gasus. 
With the aid of the planisphere one should 


have little difficulty in locating all of these 


constellations. The Swan (Cygnus) may 
readily be recognized from the *cross-like ar- 
rangement of its six brighter stars. This 
asterism is, in fact, popularly known as the 
Northern Cross, the star iu the head of thé 
Swan forming the foot of the cross and the 
outer star in the southern wing being omitted. 
The star in the tail of the Swan, Deneb Cygni, 


. is gonsiderably brighter than the remaining 
‘five and is sometimes regarded as of the 


firet magnitude, the others. being of the sec- 
ond. It will assist in identifying 
this star to note that it forms with 
Vega, in the Lyre, and Altair, in the Eagle, a 
large isosceles triangie, of which Altair is the 
apex. The head of the Swan is turned to- 
wards the southwest and the bird appears to 
be flying or sailing along the course of the 
Milky Way. | 

It is hardly necessary to say that one will 
seek in vain for the outlines ot the Swan as it 
is represented here, The constellahon owes 
its name probably to its cross-Llike figure, this 
being a figure by which a flying bird is often 
represented in a rough way, one stroke form. 
ing the body and a cross stroke the outspread 
Wings. | 

The stars in the Eagle are ‘somewhat sim- 
Harly grouped, and quite likely the two stars 
which flank Altair were originally the Eagle’s 
wings, though no longer so considered. At 
any rate, there is no bird to be seen here such 
as is depicted on the chart. 

It should be borne in mind that the pictor- 
ial representations of the constellations found 
on our celestial charts have been drawn by 
modern artists who seem to have had an eye 
to the appearance of the chart rather than the 
appearance of the heavens. None of the an- 
cient representations of thegg fanciful objects, 
if any there were, have corie down to us, and 
the ancient descriptions of them are 
extremely Vague. It is ina great measure a 
matter of conjecture how the stars in, any 
given constellation were grouped originaliy. 
It is well, therefore, in our search for con- 
steilations to be on our guard against being 
misled by the pictorial representations of 
them, which are usually drawn to suit their 
names rather than the actual configuration of 
the stars. 

The sketches of Hercules and Cepheus given 
in the „ are designed to illustrate 
this point. The Kneeler, thus represented. 
is certainly not a very imposing figure, but he 
may be found among the stats, and to may 
Cepheus. 

_ Even the lovely Cassiopeia yields readily 
to this treatinent. Divested of the outlines 
given her in the charta figure remains which 
may pass for a queen in a sitting posture, pro- 
vided one’s imaginetion is suffloientiy active, 
although the head is even more than classic- 
ally small, 

It has already been shown in a previous 
article how the skeleton“ of the Great Bear 
may be traced. It requires, however, a liveiy 
imagination to discover it, and perhaps the 
explanation of this constellation given by 
Prof. Max Muller, the eminent philologist, 
affords a more satisfactory solution of this 
riddie of the Ursa Major. 

According to Prot. Muller the Great Bear 
owes its origin to an egregious blunder. 
There is no bear here and never has been. 
His account of itdethis: . 


Hew the Great Beart Was Named. 


An aueient Atyan designation-of the seven 
stars which form what we cammonly call the 
Great Dipper was the“ Seven Rikshas.’’ The 
word riksha, Prof. Muller tells tis, meant 
*oright one,“ and was apparently applied to 
all the stars. The Seven Rikshas” meant, 
theretore, simply the Seven Stars. But cther 
names for the stars were also used in those 
primitive times, and after a while the word 
riksha ceased to be so used exeept wiih refer- 
ence to the remarkable group.of seren in the 
north. This is what r in consequence: 
The Hindoo branch of the Aryan fainily, still 
using this name, even after having quite for- 
gotten its original meaning, in tue sud con- 
founded the word riksha with the word rishi, 
which meant poet,“ and this constellation 
became known amofig them ds Seven 
Rishis, or the Seven ts; a story being in- 
vented, of course, to explain. how they got 
their place in the sky. : i 

The Greeks were equally unfoftunate, ac- 
cording to Prof. Muller. The old word rik- 
sha or arksha became in the Greek language 
arktos, which was the common Greek word 
for bear, still preserved in the words 
** Arctic” and “ Arcturus.’”’ So it happened 
that, as the Hindoos mistook the seven “ rik- 
shas for poets, the Greeks mistook them 
for bears, both being misied by a name the 
meaning of which had been Horgotten. How 
the seven bears became transformed into a 
single bear Prof. Muller does not tell us. 
The explanation. is mgenious, so far as it 
goes. We leave it with the reader without at- 
tempting to influence his judgment, but lea v. 
ing him free to “choobe between it and the 
skeleton referred to above, 8 

An old Roman name for the seven stars of 
the Dipper was Septemtriones, whence we get

Some 10° south of the Ram’s head may now 
be seen the planet Mars, far outshining with 
its familiar ruddy giow a star of the first mag- 
hitude. Directly beneath Mars is Menkar, a 
second magnitude star in the head of Cetus. 
At about two-thirds of the distance from this 
star to Fomalhaut is Deneb Kaitos, also of 
the second magnitude. which marks the 
mouster's tail. These two stars show the ex- 
tent of Cetus, which is about all that the ordi- 
nary observer will care to note. 

The two fish which form the constellation 
Pisces—the Northern and the Western Fish— 
are shown on the planisphere, the former be- 
tween Andromeda and Aries, the latter be- 
tween Pegasus and the tail of Cetus. Each is 
marked by a loose aggregation of faint stars, 
and a keen-sighted observer can trace the 
string or band which unites them. This con- 
stellation is, however, of little interest. ex- 
cépt as one of the zodiacal constellations. 

quarius, the Waterman, comes next in 
order, as we proceed westward along the 
zodiac. He is represented on the chart by the 
figure of a man in a rather cramped position, 
holding in his right hand an inverted urn, 
from which flows a stream of water, trageable 
by a stream of faint stars, which curves 
downward beneath his feet to the mouth of 
the Southern, Fish. The shoulders of Aquar- 
jus are marked by a pair of third-magnitude 
stars, which form with the star in the nose of 


right angled triangle with 
two equal sides. The 


small Y.shaped group. of . fourth-magnitude 
stars near the right shoulder. 

Capricorn can be found by meansof thetwo 
stars, one of the second and one of the third 
magnitude, in his head. These stars are at 
the southern angle of a nearly equal-sided tri- 
angle, of which the two other angles are 
marked by Altair and the star in the nose of 
Pegasus. Capricorn would hardly be Worth 
noting but for the circumstance that its 
name has been given to one of the tropies. 
The western limit of the sign Capricorn 
(constellation Sagittarius) is midway be- 
tween the two equinoxes, and when the sun in 
its annual round of the heavens arrives at 
this point, about Dec. 21. it is at its farthest 
distance south of the celestial equator. 

The Planets. 


Mercury is an evening star and at sunset to- 
night will be about three-quarters of an hour 
high, betweeh west and southwest, It will 
eo its greatest elongation east on the 

Sth. 

Venus is still visible as a morning star, but 
is rapidly drawing in towards the sun. 

Mars is now the cynosure of all eyes astro- 
nomicallf inciined, Its position is shown on 
the planisphere, together with that portion of 
its track among the stars traversed by it be- 
tween Aug. 1 last and Jan. 16 next. Sept. 
15 it was stationary.“ Since that 
date it has been ‘* retrograding ”’ 
—moving towards the west. It will 
again come to a etand the 23d of November: 
During the remainder of the year its course 
will be direct,“ or toward the east. The 
26th of November it will pass its ascendi 
node—that is, it will cross the sun’s pat 
from south to north. Its opposition will 
occur the morning of the 21st of this month. 

Jupiter is now an evening star, rising at 
about 10 p. m. The 24th it will be station- 
ary and during the remainder of the year its 
course will be retrograde. 

Neptune is still piodding his slow course, 
invisible to the nakéd eye, in the constellation 
Taurus. Saturn and Uranus are both hidden 
in the tun's rays. They will be in conjune- 
tion with the sun next month, 

The position of the moon at 9 p. m. is 
marked on the planisphere for every day of 
the month on which it will be above the 
horizon at that hour. It will be found to- 
night near the head of Capricorn.

THEY ALL HAVE,THE SHIVERS, 


Every Great Musician Says He Suffers from 
Stage Fright. 


On the subject of stage fright or “lamp 
fever,“ as the Germans aptly term it, there 
has been little either written or said, possi. 
bly because it is a matter which the musical 
artist does not, iu the main, care to discuss. 
Every public singer and performer is, indeed, 
more or less subject to its influences. Those 
in whom it is totally and entirely lacking are 
as a rule likely to leave their audi- 
ences in that same phiegmatic condi. 
tion which they themselves enjoy. To 
play properly a certain degree of 
excitement and anxiety seems needful to in- 
tensify.and bring to a focal point the powers 
of the soloist. Those whose conscious su- 
periority is such as to maintain a perfect 
equilibrium under all conditions never have 
been numbered among the greatest factors 
of the concert room. 

The formidable obstacle against which 
artists are obliged to contend is but faintly 
conjectured, if at all, by the audiences before 
whom they appear. A large percentage of 
those fully qualified for concert appearance 
is entirely debarred because of inability to 
overcome nervousness, Even before a few 
many fine soloists are unable to perform, A 
nervous irritability or something of like de. 
scription begins and ends with some this con- 
flict of public appearance. Others do aot es- 
cape so easily. With no two is it evinced in 
an identical manner. Of highly developed 
and frequently overwrought nervous organiz- 
ation, impressionable in temperament, and 
acutely sensitive, the musician is strongly 
susceptible to this most aggravating mal. 
ady. The variety of ways in 
which stage fright affects people 
is interesting, at least to those not immedi. 
ately concerned. To them, like Miss Kil- 
mansegg. the joy of having a ball is the joy 
of having it over.“ The quieting of the mind 
through firm and fixed belief in some object 
apparently trivial, as a means of remedy, 
affords in the instance of stage fright exam- 
ples of the queer fantasies governing human 
action. 

Mme. Marie Wilt, the noted dramatic 
singer, never considered fherself sufficiently 
fortified to appear in opera until she had 
taken a bowl of soup. Walter, the once fa- 
vorite lyric tenor of the Imperial Opera, Vi- 
enna, was obliged to havea raw steak minced 
to <i nervousness. With still another 
tenor, Maller, of the same opera-house the en- 
tire day of a performance was passed in driving 
to and fro between his own and his teacher’s 
residence to inquire regarding some detail 
of which he fancied himseif uncertain. After 
these matters had been properly adjusted 
there was with him no further thought of 


anxiety. 
Patti Drinks Coffee. 


Mme. Patti always drinks a small cup of 
black coffee, which she never takes at any 
other time, before appeari on the stage. 
She claims it excites her mind toa degree of 
activity that causes her to be at her brightest 
and best. Mme, Melba, when questioned 
last spring of her first appearance in 
opera, said she had no thought of anxiety, 
for the simple reason she did not know what 
she was undertaking. Now before singing in 
the presence of a strange audience she is prey 
to excessive anxiety.’ Mme, Arnoldson, natur- 
ally of a self-po temperament, a part 
of her northern birthright, says with each re- 
curring appearance there comes a strength- 
ened sense of ankiousness. 

Ben Davies acknowledges to great 
nervousness previous to singing before 
a strange audience. Before singing 
in Choral Hall during the Exposition, where 
he made his first American appearance, he 
paced the corriders with ceaseless restless. 
nese, Plunket Greene holds his music with 
difficulty while singing, the effect of stage 
fright setting in his hands and wrists, Of 
Paderewski 18 has been said he shakes as in 
an ague before going on or leaving the stage, 
Once at the niano entire forgetfulness of sur- 
roundings comes to him. Nikolaus Rubin- 
stein, eminent as a pianist, and re- 
garded by his brother, Anton Rubinstein, 
verbally at least, as his superior, was a victim 
to stage fright in the most aggravated form. 
Henselt finally abandoned concert playing 
because of a like affliction. Mme. Anna 
Louise Cary after twenty years’ career as a 
public singer acknowled to nervousness 
at every concert. Mme, Marie Krebs paces 
the floor and wrings her hands the hour pre- 
ceding a concert. During the early numbers 
in A program she counts constantly to bring 
about forgetfulness of the audience. For 
the same reason Eugen d' Albert softly 
whistles. The story is told in Leipsic of 
a pianist who failed through fright in a 
Gewanddaus contert and who attended subse. 
quent concerts given in that hail attired in 
mourning. Seated in the front row he became 
a cheerful object to the soloist of the ccca- 
sion. 

Complete Loss of Memory. 

The painful spectacle of a soloist complete- 
ly overcome by lapse of memory while play- 
ing with an orchestra is fortunately seldom. 
An instance of this kind was afforded by a 
Russian pianist at Stuttgart. In the rehearsal 
at a certain point in the concerto her 
memory failed her.

Conan Doyle is nota man who goes to ex- 
tremes, but it seems that he did in the matter 
of his voyaging. Hecame home from the 
Aretie Circle, took his degree at Edinburg, 
and at once shipped for the west coast of 
Africa. 

Here is a tragedy of the sea which occurred 
when Doyle wasa boy. He read an account 
of it at the time, and it made a powerful im- 
pressicn on his young mind. An American 
ship called the Marie Celeste was found 
abandoned off the west coast. Nothing un 
her was disturbed and there were no signs of 
a struggle. Her cargo was untouched, and 
there was no evidence that she had come 
through a storm. On the cabin table was 
screwed a sewing machine, and on the arm of 
the sewing machine was a spool of silk thread, 
which would have fallen off if there had been 
any motion of the vessel. She was loaded 
with clocks and her papers showed that she 
had left Baltimore for Lisbon. She was taken 
to Gibralter, bat to this day no one knows 
what became of the Captain and crew of the 
Marie Celeste. 

Conan Doyle takes a very optimistic view 
of the future of romantic literature. He says: 
think there never was a time when there 
was a better promise. There are at least a 
dozen men and women who have made a deep 
mark and who ate still young. No one can 
say how far they may go. Some of them are 
sure to develop, for theepast shows us that fle- 
tion is an art which improves up to the age of 
50 or so. With fuiler knowledge of life comes 
greater power in describing it. For example, 
there are more than a dozen, Barrie, Kip- 
ling, Olive Schreiner, Sarah Grand, Miss 
Harraden, Giibert Parker, Quiller-Couch, 
Hall Caine, Stevenson, Stanley Wey- 
man, Anthony Hope, Crockett, Rid- 
er Haggard. Jerome, Zangwill, Clark 
Russell, George Moore—many of them under 
30 and few of them much over it. Then if a 
man keeps outof grooves and refuses to do

joyed enfranchisement such an experience

It is fair to suppose that there are probably 
as many women as men who may qualify to 
vote. At the last Presidential election in 


1892 there were registered in Chicago 259. 


547 names, divided among the different na- 
tionalities as follows: 
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The vote stood Democratic, 137,420; 
publican, 102,552. 

As shown by the table there is a large num- 
ber.of German voters, and most of the women 
workers are inclined to believe that fewer 
German women will vote than native women 
because of the discouragement they will re- 
ceive from their husbands. The Swedish, 
Norwegian, Danish, Bohemian, Polish, Aus- 
trian, Russian, and Italian women, it is 
thought, will not be forward in the move- 
ment. The obstacle of lack familiarity 
with the English language and the character- 
istic relations of husband and wife wilt hold 
them back. 

Questions are continually being asked by 
women as to their rights and the conditions 
under which they vote. It is so new to them 
that they are not familiar with reyistration 
and polling booths. There is specially much 
lack of information on the question of women 
of foreign birth. What constitutes natural- 
ization for them is a subject with which a 

reat many lawyers are unacquainted. The 

nited States statutes themselves seem not 
to have contemplated woman in any capacity 
except asa wife, and the interpretation of 
such statutes as have been enacted has n 
left to the courts. In a general way, though, 
it may be said that an alien woman becomes 
naturalized by marrying a naturalized or na- 
tive citizen. Again, children, both male and 
female, become citizens if before they are 21 
years of age their parents become natural- 
ized. Again, children coming into this coun- 
try at 18 years may become citizens five 
years later, without previously declaring their 
intention to do sv, as is required of adult 
alien. his applies to children with or with- 
out parents, male or female. The adult wom- 
an becomes naturalized under the same form 
as men. There is also another provision that 
if the father dies after taking out his first pa- 
pers, but before securing his second, the chil- 
dren become naturalized citizens, 

Another question is the days of registration. 
For Chicago, Cicero, and East St. Louis these 
are Oct. 16 and Oct. 23. For the rest of the 
State the registration days are Oct. 16 and 
Oct. 80. 

Still another matter is the question of regis- 
tration places and baliot-boxes, Men and 
women will register at the same booth. These 
places will be announced by the Election Com- 
missioners later on. Women will vote at the 
same polling-plaee with men, but they will be 
provided with separate tickets and separate 
ballot-boxes. 

To make the situation complete the pro- 
visions of the law entitling women to vote for 
school officers are given. They are as fol- 
lows: 

An act to entitle women to vote at any election 
held for the purpose of choosing any officer 
— the general or special school laws ot this 

stata. 

832. Be it enacted by the people of the State of 
Iliinois, represented in the General Assembly: 
Any woman of the age of 21 years and upwards 
-belonging to either of the classes mentioned in 
Art. 7 of the Constitation of the State of Lilinois 
who shall reside in this State one year and in the 
election district thirty 3 8 any elec- 
tion held for the purpose of choosing any officer 
of schools under the general or special school 
laws of this State shall be entitled to vote at 
such election in the school district of which she 
shall at the time have been for thirty days a resi- 
dent. Provided any woman 80 rous of voting 
at any such election shall have registered in 
the same manner as is provided for the registra- 
tion of male voters. 

333. Whenever the é6lection of public school of- 
ficers shall ocenr at the same election at which 
other public officers are elected the ballot of- 


+ fered by any woman entitled to vote under this 


act shall not contain the name of any person to 
be voted for at such election except such officers 
of public schools, and such ballots shall all be 
deposited in a separate ballot-box, but canvassed 
with other ballots cast for school officers at such 
election. : 

Art. 7 of the Constitution, to which refer- 
ence is made in the act, it as follows: 

Every person having resided in this State one 
year, in the county ninety days, and in the elec 
tion district thirty days next preceding any elec- 
tior therein, who was an elector in this State on 
April 1, 1848. or obtuined a certificate of natur- 
alization before any court of record in this State 
prior to Jan. 1, 1870, or who shall become a male 
citizen of the United States above the age of 
twenty-one years shall be entitled to vote at such 
election. 

It may be that some difficulty will be expe- 
rienced by working women in being allowed 
by their employers the necessary time to vote 
during business hours. But their rights in 
this respect are equal with those of men. 
laws of Illinois make provision for absence 
from employment long enough to vote. The 
statute is as follows: : 

Sec. 25. Any person entitled to vote at a gen- 
eral election in this State shall, on the day of 
such election, be entitled to absent himself from 
any services or employment in which he is then 
engaged or employed fora period of two Hours 
between the time of opening and closing the 
polls; and such voter shall not because of so ab- 
senting himself be liable to any penalty nor shall 
any deduction be made on account of such ab- 
sence from his usual salary or wages. 

Provided, however, that application for such 
leave of absence shall be made prior to the day 
ofelection. The employer may specify the hours 
during which said employé may absent himself 
as aforesaid. Any person or corporation who 
shall refuse to an employé the privilege hereby 
conferred, or shall subject anemployé toa pen- 
alty or deduction of wages because of the exer- 
cise of such privilege, or who shall directly or 
indirectly violate the provisions of this section, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and be 
17 in any sum not less than $5 nor more than 

100. 


Ceremonies at a Chinese Luncheon, 


A Swede has sent home to his own country an 
account of a lunch he received in China. He and 
the members of the Russian Consulate were in- 
vited to this repast by the Governor of Kashgar.

An invitation for lunch is sent two days before 
the occasion, and, if not answered, is understood 
to bo accepted. It is always for 12 o’clock noon, 
but the guest is not to arrive before 2. With the 
invitation comes a card with the host’s name, and 
the sending of this means that the guest is at 
liberty to adopt whatever costume he thinks ft. 


On his arrival the host examines the glass of his 


guest, and tests the chair which is intended for 

is use, to give him assurance that he may sit 
upon it with safety. He even affects to wipe the 
dust off the seat. Then follow the forty-six 
courses. 

On this subject the Swede was not sympathot- 
ic. They consisted chiefly of shellfish, of strips 
of the fat of mutton, followed by a dessert of a 
preserve of pore, much appreciated by the 
Chinese, but which leads the Swede to remark 
that the rule that the moment it is finished the 
guest leaves the table was a merciful one. He 
adds that the banquet greatly distressed the per- 
sonnelof the Russian Embassy, but that the 
Russian missionary, M. Ignatief, seemed to en- 
joy it.— Westminster Gazette. 


The Mo«quito’s Surgical Instruments. 

The mosquito's bill, minutely delicate as that 
organ is, is simply a tool-box in which are kept 
Six separate surgical instruments—miniature 
blood-ietting apparatus of the most perfect pat 
tern. Iwo of these instruments are said to be 
exact counterparts of a surgeon's lance; one is a 
spear with a double-barbed head; another a 
needie of exquisite fineness. A saw and a pump 
goto make up this wouderful complement of 
tools. The spear is the largest of the six, and is 
used in making the initial puncture; next the 
lances are brought into play, their work causing 
the blood to, flow more freely. In case this last 
operation fails of having the desired effect, the 
saw and the needle are carefully inserted in a 
lateral direction in the victim's flesh. The pump, 
the inost delicate instrument of the entire set, is 
used in transferring the blood to the insects.—St, 
Louis Republic.

The death of the Empress Josephine, happen- 
ing under circumstances seemingly pecyliar, has 
not escapei the common law. The position of 
the Empreas had aroused so much sympathy that 
sincere regret went band in hand with the re- 
flections to which this unforeseen event had given 
birth. May 10, 1814, the Emperor Alexander re- 
paired to Saint Leu, where he was expected to 
dine. In the morning at au early hour the Em- 
press Josephine had taken her usual walk in the 
park. After luncheon, in spite of the cold and 
damp weather, she persisted in going out to 
drive in an open carriage. 

It was on her return from this onting that she 
felt the first symptoms of the affection which was 
destined to end her adventurous career. Beliey- 
ing herself to be suffering from a mild indisposi- 
tion she sent for her maid of honor, Mile. Avril- 
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It is beyond doubt the case that all the pe 
of the Empress were seinnd in April, 1814, 
many valuable autographs disappeared in 
search then made. and, among the number, letters 
from Napoleon to Josephine, 

Many people have expressed the opinion that 
Louis XVIII. wished to make a clean sweep, 
ridding himself of all papers the abstraction of

A peer of France hag in his Souvenirs 
that he had under his own” eyes in the month of 
April, 1814, hardly a month before the death of 
the Empress, “documents containing secrets 
which would have turned Europe upside down 
had they been brought to light’; how he pressed 
Josephine to destroy them, receiving for answer:

After 
taking this beverage she enjoyed a rest, lying 
down on her bed without removing her clothes. 
Refusing to yield to the affectionate entreaties of 
those around her, and determined to pay her re- 
spects to her guest, the Emperor Alexander, in 
person, she made her appearance at dinner. It 
was, she thought, only a slight indisposition, 
which would disappear of itself. With the heed- 
lessness of her creole temperament, and with the 
disdain which was part of superstitious fatalism, 
perhaps she did not believe in any imminent dan- 
ger, or was, in good faith, deceived as to the 
gravity of her condition. 

Up to that time she had only realized in part 
the prophecy of the Bohemian fortune-teller, 
who had predicted before her second marriage 
that she would rise higher than a Queen, and 
that “ she would die in a hospital.” She had come 
to the throne, but she did not seem on the eve of 
dying in a hospital. It was true that credulous 
people will say later on that the prediction was 
fulfilled in spirit if not to the letter, for* Mal- 


maison, as its name indicates, must have been 


originally an asylum for the sick. 

It is probable that at this time the Empress had 
not conjured up such a faraway recollection. 
She had felt a slight indisposition following 
upon an act of imprudence; she had caught cold; 
she would not be long in recovering from what 
she looked upon as nothing more than a little 
overfatigue. Outof prudence. however, she ate 
little, following in this particular the advice of 
Corvisart, who maintained that serious illness 
often arose from not having observed a strict 
diet in the first inception of an illness. 

She wished, however, to take part in a game of 
prisoner's base after diauer, but her strength 
failed her and she was compelled to return to 
her room. Having passed a comfortable night it 
was decided that they would leave the following 
day for Malmaison. 

In the evening the Empress took her meal with 
her children and ate as usual. After dinner she 
had a chill and saffered from nausea. This was 
followed by a bad night. The next day Josephine 
broke ou“ all over her body with a miliary erup- 
tien, moré marked on the breast and arms. This 
eruption disappeared at the end of twenty-four 
hours without leaving a trace. 

Wednesday night was still worse than the pre- 
ceding one, and the day which followed was 
passed in the greatest agitation, with alarming 
increase of fever, distressing suffocation, and ex- 
treme weakness.

Thursday evening M. Horau, the Empress’ 
egular physician, finding her tongue thick and 
her whole bead affected as if she had bean in- 
toxicated,” he ordered a large blister applied to 
the back of her neck, which seemed to relieve 
her. The symptoms suddenly becomifig more 
alarming he called in Dr. Bourdois de la Motte, 
who had met Josephine with Bonaparte at the 
time when he was attending the First. Consul, 
and M. Lasserre, private physician of Queen Hor- 
tense. 

The three physicians agreed upona course of 
treatment which M. Horan was charged to ad- 
minister. Thursday night was a little less dis- 
turbed than the preceding one. The voice, 
however, still remained unnatural, her utterance 
quick, pulse weak and irreguiar. During the 
day, Friday, the feeling of depression had dimin- 
ished, and the breathing was less labored; on the 
other hand the patient complained of a violent 
sore throat. 

The pharynx had assumed a purple tint, the 
faver had increased considerably. Saturday the 
feeling of oppression went on increasing, the 
throat was of a deeper purple, the pulse was re- 
duced to a thread, was barely perceptible. 

At the first news that the condition of the Em- 


press had become worse the Emperor Alexander. 


had dispatched bis surgeon, Sir James Wylie, one 
of the foremost men in the profession at that 
time, to the bedside of the august invalid. Sir 
Wylie” (sic) brought back the most unfavorable 
report from Malmaison, He shared on all points 
the opinion of the physician in attendance, the 
honorable Dr. Horau, who had commenced to 
despair of the resources of his art. 

Seeing the situation hourly becoming more 
critical M. Horau had resolved not to leave the 
Empress’ bedside. But the generous Josephine, 
knowing that the doctor’s practice demanded his 
presence in Paris, pressed him so strongly to 
leave her that he ended by yielding to her 
entreaties. The same evening it became neces- 
sary to call in a doctor from Reuil, who advised 
that twenty leeches be applied at the back of the 
neck and between the shoulders. but who refused 
to apply them himself bofore the return of the 
physician in charge. M. Horau, who was sent 
for in great haste, was not found at home, and 
responded anything but promptly to this call. 

When made acquainted with what had trans- 
pired during his absence be upbraided his col- 
league from Reuil, M. Lamoureux, for having 
failed to take the initiative. In such a case, 
said he, you ought not to have waited for me. 
The two hours lost are fatal.” After this burst 
of temper he prescribed another blister and 
mustard plasters on the lower limbs. During the 
night the condition of the patient continued to

Dr. Chevalier de 
Carro, and confided to him the following story 
which can be read at length in the manuscript it- 
self of Dr. Carro under the title of “ My Rela- 
tions with Louis XVIL” 

“What I am about to relate is a noteworthy 
fact and yet little known, 

During the Congress of Vienna, in 1814; I 
often saw Sir James Wylie. a Scotch surgeon, 
who enjoyed the full confidence of the Emperor 
Alexander, whom he had accompanied to Paris 


on the occasion of the ‘rst entry of the allies - 


into Paris, which followed the restoration, Sir 
James told me one day, but without the least 
comment, that the Emperor Alexander, as the 
official gazettes reported, frequently went to 
Malmaison to see the E:mpress, who lived there, 
after Napoleon had divorced her to marry 
Marie Louise. Josephine having suddenly be- 
come very ill, the Emperor Alexander sent Sir 
James to her bedside to learn her condition with 
his own eyes. He returned convinced that 
Josephine had been poisoned, and that her end 
was at hand. She died in fact shortly after Sir 
James left her bedside.” 

And now that we may neglect no detail which 
can throw light upon this befogged discussion 
we will relate what Count d' Herisson has stated 
in the Cabinet Noir on this much disputed ques- 
tion. The Empress Eugénie,” wrote he said 
some months ago to one of her ladies-in-waiting 
that it was a tradition in the Bonaparte family 
that Josephine had aided in the escape from the 
temple and that her death might well have had 
for cause the revelations.’ "" The publication of 
this conversation having drawn upon the author 
a flat contradiction from those interested, M. 
d'Herisson published the following letter from 
Baron de Billing, attached for twenty-five years 
to the Foreign Office, French Charsò d' Affaires at 
Tunis, then at Stockholn: . . 

J read in the Cabitet Noir a conversation 
which you put in the mouth of the Empress re- 
lating to Louis XVII. 

** Your memory, as always, has served you won- 
derfully weilin this case. The Empress while 
at Chisellſurst during the years 1870-"71 did, as 
a matter of fact, hold the conversation with my 
sisters, Mme, Serre and Mme. Sauley, ladies-in- 
waiting to her Majesty, and befor® my niece and 
nephew, who did not leave the Empress from 
Sept. 7. 1870, to the month of June, 1871. Kind- 
est regards from your devoted Brn.ine.” 

In our opinion this document does not settle 
the discussion, and for our part we think that 
there i» but one document which will put an end 
to it, and that is the official report of the autop- 
sy of the Empress Josephine. Unfortunately 
this document is missing from the files. All 
that is known with reference to this is that the

stamps. These are round and look like pill- 
box labels, and are used for official business 
by town dignitaries. There are different de- 
signs for the different towns, and a complete 
collection of these stampe shows the names, 
Khartoum, Alexandria, Assouan, Port Said, 
Burket-El-Sab, Kafr-Ei-Zayad, Ismailia, and 
Ras-El-Tin, and others that recall the stormy 
times in the Soudan of recent years. 

In the native States of India the stamps 
vary in attractiveness and artistic excellence. 
For a good part they are coarse hierogly phics 
in white on dark background, and are printed 
in the brilliant colors that Orientals so much 
delight in. Cashmere, Alwur, Bhopel. Dec- 
can, dJhalawar, Jummoo. Nowanugger, 
Pountch, Rajpeepla, and Soruph are a few 
among those that are most peculiar, and not 
many of them present any special points of 
interest. Little attempt has been made at 
the delicacy of designing that is a character- 
istic of the best art work of the Orient. and 
some of them look as though the engraver 
had hacked out the design on a wood block 
with his jack-knife. Exceptions to these 
rough specimens of work are several of the 
issues of Fraidkot of Jhind, Runjaub, in 
which the peculiar arabesques of the East 
have been used delicately and effectively for 
backgrounds. Several of the native States 
under the influence of the English stamps of 
India haveadorned their own oe with 
pictures of their rulérs. Holkar in its half- 
anna stamp and Sirmoor in its three-pies 
stamps are examples of this departure from 
the usual Oriental practice. 

Japanese stamps are perhaps as artistically 
beautiful as any in the world. They display 
all that simplicity of design and delicacy of 
treatment that characterizes Jayanese art 

eneraliy. Designs of flowers and dragons in 
rders of conventionalized lines are their 
prevailing characteristic. They are printed 
on rice paper that is as fine as silk and the 
tints are delicate blues, yellows, browns, 
lilacs, olives,and other harmonious colors. 
In Annam, Tonkin, Kochin-China, and Indo- 
China we see the stamps of the French Re- 
public, which holds dominion over those 
parts of the Chinese kingdom. Old Persian 
stamps have for a simple design alion carry- 
ing a sword in his right paw, while behind 
him is a sunburst with its center like the face 
of a man. Later issues of Persia have a por- 
trait of the Shah in a medailion surrounded 
Ly u border of arabesque designs or of flowers 
and filigree work. One small stamp shows 
in the center a reclining lion in a diamond 
surrounded with beautiful arabesque work. 

Conspicuous on the stamps of Turkey is the 
peculiar signature of the Suitan and always 
the star and crescent. The borders of these 
stamps are in pure arabesque, as beautiful in 
design and execution as any design that is 
printed. 

Tunis has thé French postal service, and 
you might naturally expect something very 
artistic in their stamps. Contrary is the case, 
however. The stamps present the picture of 
a Moorish archway, in the center of whichis a 

oup of cannon and war flags. There is some 

elicate tracery above the archway, and a star 
and crescent at its apex, with tne inscription 
and value below. 

Siam is one ofthe ountries of the East 
that has a conventional stamp issue, the por- 
trait of the King ot Siam in a medallion, en- 
circled with bands, upon which are simple 
designs and inscriptions of the character of

Beautiful Alcyone Added to the Fleet 
A Thing of More Than Passing Reauty. 
To those who are interested in yachting the 

gradual growth of the fleet and the increas-

mentioned the steam yacht Alcyone, which ig 
owned by H. F. Balch of Minneapolis. For 
several years the Alcyone was kept at 
Marguette, but the increasing importance 
of Chicago as a yachting center bas 
resulted in the choice of this 
post as permanent headquarters. The Al- 
cyone may safely be classed as of the highest 
type of a gentleman's pleasure craft, no pains 
or expense having been spared to make it 
both seaworthy and comfortable. Its length 
is 74 feet over all by 12½ feet beam. When 
fully equipped with coal and stores its 
draught is 5 feet 8 inches. The engine room 
is equipped with a 44¢x51¢-foot Warrington 
boiler licensed to carry a steam pressure of 
225 pounds. The engine is triple expansion, 
the cylinders being 61, 10, and 16 inches 
diameter with 10-inch stroke. The pumps, 
condenser, feed water injectors, and other ac- 
Cessories are all arranged to take up but 
little room. In one end of the engine room 
is the electric light plant, consisting of an 
engine and 50-light dynamo, which can be 
used to cither light the — or charge a 56- 
cell storage battery which is located beneath 
the floor of the cabin. The main cabin or 
saloon is in the after part of the yacht. Its 
dimensions are 10x19 feet, and it is finished 
in polished cherry; velvet carpets and rug# 
cover the floor, silk hangings shade the 
windows, and luxurious lounges and éasy 
chairs, which are turned into bed 
at night, help to the apa 
ment snug and attractive. A system 
of rods and silken hangings divides the catiin 
into state-rooms at night. Ample and ele- 
gant toilet arrangements are conveniently 
placed for the occupants of the saloon, while 

te-glass windows, large mirrors, ample 
ocker or cupboard room, and exquisite table 
service of porcelain, cut glass, and silver 
help to complete the equipment. For- 
ward of the engine room is located the 
kitchen or a large and airy 
room fully with wrought iron 
range, coppe ice boxes, china 
closets, etc. Forward of the galley is located 
the wheelhouse and smoking-room, while be- 
low the wheelhouse js the forecastie for the ac- 
com modation of the crew.

Deux Mondes was lately reviewed in Tux 
Tarsung, has now reached Boston in her 
clever studies of women of the United 
States. A lover of contrasts, she says, could 
hardly do better than to ga to Boston di- 
rectly from: Chicégo, from the new-born 
progressive giant of cities into one quaint and 
tortuous like an old-fashioned English town 
and breathing the atmosphere of the past. The

„One morning,” says Mme. Blanc, “I 
drove out in a sleigh toa fine country house 
near Milton. After luncheon I chatted with 
Americans of the best type, thoroughly con- 
versant with European affairs, though not ex- 
patriating themselves as do too many. A 
most amiable old gentleman was telling us 
his youthful experiences in Paris and how 
alive in him to this day was the impression 
created by Rachel chanting, or, rather, de- 
claiming the Marseillaise. Just then there 
sounded softly from the corner, where a 
young woman sat at the piano, a few notes of 
military music. In reply to my question 
they told me that was the ‘ Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.’ At first the 
Northera soldiers had sung it to a cry of ven- 
of John Brown, It 
was Mrs. Julia Ward we who had written 
new words to it and made it the Battle Hyma. 
Then when I asked to have it sung two voices 
started it, others followed in, and soon all 
present, young or old, joined in the chorus 
with emotion; for there were some who had 
taken part in the war and others who remem- 
bered the mournmg caused by those four 
years filled with the music of this hymn and 
the calling of bugles and the thunder of can- 
non. As the last words died away, adjuring 
men to die for fre¢dom as Christ had died for 
them, I knew that America, too, had her 
‘Marseillaise.” 

** Great was my surprise when I met its au- 
thor. lexpectedtjn aged woman—the biog- 
raphies give 1819 as the date of her birth— 
and somehow I ulsp expected that rather mas- 
culine air which many feminine leaders have.

In the 
Church of the Disciples Mrs. Howe’s 
silvery, penetrating voice addressed us 
eloquently on thmgs at once divine and 
practical. She spoke of personal religion, 
the uses of family prayer, the value of observ- 
ances which had once appeared to her unnec- 
essary, but of which she is now thoroughly 
convinced.

In Mrs. J. T. Fields’ Drawing-Room. 


Let me try to describe a Boston drawing- 
room which approaches most nearly to the 
French salons of the best period. It is that 
of Mrs. J. T. Fields, the widow of. the great 
publisher, who was the friend of all the litera- 
ry men of his day in France and England. 
Their portraits cover the walls, their books 
fill two stories of her small and dainty domi- 
cile, and with an extensive collection of auto- 
graphs are Mrs, Fields’ chief treasures, Her 
own writings, prose or verse, as the spirit 
prompts, are thrown off with apparent ease 
in a tiny study communicating with the draw- 
ing-room, where so many illustrious guests 
have sat them down, where friends have free- 
ly. talked together, friends whose names were 
Hawthorte, Emerson, Longfellow, Holmes. 

The last is their only survivor, and his vis- 
its are counted as festival days, for he is still 
the Autocrat, of witty sallies and of amusing 
digressions. This wonderfully active and 
brilliant little old man must have a fatiguing 
though an enviable existence. Heis ut once 
venerated like a sage and petted like a spoiled 
child. Hostesses dispute his presence; pass- 
ing strangers request interviews; the auto- 
graph fiend, whose name is legion, begs for a 
few lines in his beautiful, tirm penmanship: 
every public ceremony expects a speech from 
him; every banquet a toast. All the ladies 
unite in sending him exquisite gifts, in return 
for which he must call on the muse of his best 
days for an equally exquisite acknowledg. 
It is a severe strain on the strength of 
an octogenarian, 

Nearly always present at Mrs. Fields’ 
Saturdays is Sarah Orne Jewett, whose life. 
is divided between Boston and the Maine 
village she has immortalized in tales redolent 
of its soil. Here, too, one may meet T. B. 
Aldrich, best known in France as a novelist, 
his poetry being as impossible of transiation 
as would be Gautier’s ‘* Emaux et Camées.” 
He excels not only in skillfully chiseling out 
gemlike bits of verse like his “ Intaglio 
of a Head of Minerva,“ but he also 

a strong feeling for nature— 
that nature of America which is like no other. 
For ail Aldrich’s journeys over the world still 
his truest inspiration breathes from the New? 
England spring, from rivers with Indian 
names, from the snows, the rains, the twi- 
lights of Boston. He is perhaps a little short 
of breath, but let us not quarrel with that, the 
brevity of his poems mukes their perfection.

A Story of Emerson. 

Emerson has just the ethereal air one im- 
agines. Mrs. Fields tells of him that late in 
life it oecurred to him to wonder how whisky 
tastes. He entered a bar-room bent on satis- 
fying his curiosity. Ah, Mr. Emerson, 
said the barkeeper, giving him no time to 
utter his wicked desire, of course you want 
a glass of water.“ So the philosopher drank 
the water—and never knew the taste of 
whisky. 

Hawthorne is handsome in a solid, mascu- 
line, mustached, and hirsute manner which 
one hardly expects in this keen analyst of 
morbid, spiritual, intaagible things. Long- 
fellow looked like a gentle Jupiter; Lowell 
like a high-bred Englishman. Portraits of 
Dickens at different ages and not in the least 
like each other hang everywhere, Mrs. Fields 
has some queer stories of his enormously 
successful American tour. Her description 
of the massive gold watch-chain he wore to 
hypnotize his audience struck me asa streak 
of charlatanism in a man of undoubted

One is impressed in Boston by the sober 
elegance of the mansions. They would be in 
place in the Faubourg St. Germain, nor 
would their stately mistresses fail of effect 
there. Irreproachable taste extends even to 
the food. Now, in America, as a general 
rule, one is poorly fed, even in extremely 
luxurious homes, the important thing being 
apparently to match the ices and the sauces 
to the colors of the table service or of the 
flowers that adorn it. In Boston there are to 
be sure some things which astonish the for- 
eigner: those solid breakfasts at an early 
hour; the enormous Florida grape-fruit 
served asa preliminary; the abuse of iced 
water, and certain heresies in the matter of 
wines. Still thei: bills of fare show the best 
of European recipes grafted on some excel- 
lent local dishes, such as the .famous baked 
beans, which is as simple and as difficult to 
copy as the Creole cooking of rice. 
Of the public spirit of American 
woman enough cannot be said. Of course, 
this shows itself chiefly in maturity, yet it is 
by no means absent among young girls. I 
wish ours could see how many things fill the 
lives of their American sisters besides flirta- 
tion (le flirt), and often to its exclusion. 
Charities, stuaies, pleasures, music, and paint- 
ing, into which they throw themselves as 
ardently as professional artists, and nearly 
always clubs. 

Book Clubs, 

When we French women want to enjoy a 
book we read it at our own -firesides, purely 
for our own pleasure. In Boston fair readers 
must join together to discuss it and lo! a new 
club named after the new writer. I have 
praised the good side uf clubs and their stimu- 
lating conversation—only—only conversation 
there inclines to monologue, it leans to for- 
mality and preparation.. One must not inter- 
rupt and so one’s repartees grow cold. A 
bright saymg is repeated, preserved, kept un- 
der glass. as it were, espegially if it fall from a 
recognized wit. And recognized wits are 
made much of in Boston circles, just as they 
once were in Paris by tho précieuses of the 
Hotel de Rambouillet. 

Clubs are a fad there, and all America will 
tell you that the fads of Boston are proverbial, 
The rest cure is another fad when the su- 
perhuman activity of the women have brought 
them to the verge of nervous prostration. So 
is Christian Science, which in a city strongly 
imbued with transcendentalism is making 
serious inroads on regular medicine. A very 
curious fad seemed to me the admiration for 
Mazoomdar, the Hindoo reformer. Now the 
Chicago Congress of Religions was a fine 
thing; it may yet mark a new era in spiritual 
unity, but that unity hardly demands Buddhist 
sermons in a Christian pulpit. Still when 
Dharmapala of Ceylon talked in Unity 
Church, Chicago, on the similarity of Christ 
and Buddha it shocked me less than the pious 
attention given by Boston women to the 
teachings of a new Christianity from the Orient 
which opposes itself to ours. 5 


WOULDN’T FEEL SAFE IN JAIL 


Why a Prisoner in a McHenry Cbunty

The poor and ignorant class of Mexicans have 
an uncanny religious superstition about small- 
pox. On a recent visit to the interior of Mexico 
I saw mothers carrying around in their arms 
babies whose little bodies were almost eaten up 
by smallpox. I was of course shocked at the 
frightful spectacle, and even offered one deluded 
mother money if she would take her terribly af- 
flicted child home and call in a physician to at- 
tend it. But she refused my proffar with scorn. 
and began to croon some weird incantation as 
she tenderly caressed the little haif-clad 
suffercr in her arms. I afterward learned 
that the ignorant class of Mexicans consider an 
outbroak of the red pest in their miserable hov- 
els a visitation of divine wrath for some sin they 
have committed. So set are they in this belief 
that they will do nothing whatever to check the 
ravages of the disease, except when it attacks 
their infants, to take the victime in their arms, 
press them closely to their breasts, and pray de- 
voutly and continuously to God to forgive them 
for their wickedness. Of course the smalipox 
runs its course after a while, though never 
before claiming several members of every family 
as victims, but not until it does are the afflicted 
— purged of their sins.— New Orieans Pica-

and Respected—Story of the Building 
as Told by Mr. Sollitt=Who Knows an 


Older House in Chicago? 


streets is probably the oldest building in Chi- 
cago now standing where it was built. Itisa 
curiosity, also, on account of its being still 
owned by the man who built it, and who, 
therefore, is able to vouch for its age. This 
man is John Sollitt,a retire and wealthy 
contxactor, who is spending the evening of his 
life in & fine home at No. 515 Jackson boule- 
vard. Mr, Sollitt related toa reporter for 
Tun Trrpune the story of the old building, as 
follows: 

I came to Chicago from Canada in June, 
1838. I was a journeyman carpenter, had no 
money, and was wholly dependent on my 
trade for a living for myself, my wife, and

two chiidren, the older ‘5 years old. I went 
to work at once for Asael Peck, and before 
the winter came on I had saved $200. With 


$100 of this money I bought from Alison 
Sherman, now living at Waukegan, the lot of 


and Jefferson streets. The lot measured 
thirty-six feet on West Adams street and 
eighty-two feet on Jefferson street: With the 
other $100 I bought some lumber and with 


a building on that corner, except the plaster. 
ing, which was done by Sherman. The house 
was built in the winter of 1838-’39, and I 
lived in it the next eight years, and have 
owned the property ever since. 

** When I built the house there was nothing 
west of me, and the nearest buildings north 
of me were at the Randolph street bridge. 
On the south there were one or two houses on 
Van Buren street, which have long since dis- 
appeared. There was nothing but a grassy 
prairie, there being no trees between the Chi- 
cago River and the Desplaines River. I kept 
a cow, which my wife milked, and raised some 
vegetables, and was quite comfortable for 
those days. 

** That Chicago was in a raw state in those 
times will appear from the history of my 
vegetable garden. There was very little room 
on my lot for raising vegetables, sol simply 
inclosed Jefferson street and planted my 
potatoes and cabbages in it. Nobody ob- 
jected, and I raised my vegetables there 
for many years. At last, however, the 
Street Commissioner came to me and 
told me he was sorry to inform me I would 
have to move my garden out of the street, as 
it was needed for a thoroughfare. I told him 
it was impossible for me to move it then, as 
the ground was full of vegetables. So he told 
me I need oot take away my fences until the 
following wiater, which I did, 

“A person might think I had a hard time 
in these days, working at the carpenter’s 
bench all day, splitting wood and digging in 
a garden every night and morning, and going 
alter the cow for recreation. But the truth is 
those eight years were the happiest years of 
my life. The only trouble I ever saw was 
with the cow, as it would sometimes wander 
away on the prairie as far as Ashland avenue, 
maybe, and get clear out of sight. Of course 
I had to hunt it up and drive it back, and I 
found a trainp of ten miles in the night after 
a had day’s work anything but refreshing. 

The house as I built it was 16x24 feet in 
size and a story and a half high, and the gable 
end fronted on West Adamsstreet. Of course 
great changes have taken place init. ‘The 
land has increased in value from $100 to 
$36,000, but the building is not so handsome 
as it was. After I moved out of it Alexander 
Heald lived in it for two or three years, and 
paid $3 a month rent for it. Atter him my 
brother lived in it for geveral years, and it 
was occupied, as a residence until twenty 
years ago. Of late years it has been used as 
a saloon. The weatherboarding has been re- 
newed, it has been changed toa two-story 
house, and hae had additions built to it twice 
on the West Adams street front. But other- 
wise it is the same house now as it was fifty- 
five years ago. A pine floor which I laid with- 
out any tongue-and-groove is there yet and in 
good condition. The window sashes: in the 
windows on Jefferson street I made with my 
own hands. 

“The old house hada pretty near call in 
the great fire of 1871, but passed through 
it unscathed. The fire of Saturday nigat 
came as close as Van Buren street, and then 
swept to the east; and the vacant space which 
it left protected my old house Hg tho 
greater conflagration of the next night. lown 
all the property between this house and Quincy 
street. and for a good distance on Quincy 
street toward Clinton. There are several old 
buildings there which I either built or moved 
there, but they are not near as old as the house 
I lived in. y reason for not improving the 
property has been mainly my aversion to 
sweeping away the home of my youth and my 
poverty. But it will have to be done some 
time,’

held in due time, the charges were sustained, 
and Mrs. White Deer was required to serve 
ten days in the agency jail. 

Battiste Bad Horse reported to the judicial 
authorities that Fire Thunder and Little Hik 
Horn had killed a calf and kept the meat 
hidden until they had eaten it all up. Fire Thun- 
der was formerly Chief of the Lower Brule 
police. The case attracted as much attention 
among the Indians as the famous Jones 
County calf case has attracted among the 
whites, and on the day set for trial hundreds 
of Indians of high and low degree flocked to 
the agency from all directions to listen to the 
evidence and express opinions among thein- 
selves as to the correctness or incorrectness 
of the law points advanced by the Judges or 
by the Indians on trial. The evidence devel- 
oped the fact that the murdered calf was 
about 1 year old, and that as near as the wit- 
nesses Knew it was an orphan! The principal 
witness for the prosecution, Battiste d 
Horse, is a policeman, and he was sent after 
the hide of the calf, with orders to bring it 
into court for inspection by the Judges. Mrs. 
Little Elk Horn was the principal witness for 
the defense, and Battiste Bad Horse was pre- 
par to drive several nails, figuratively 
speaking, into the coffins of the alieged of- 
fenders. Upon the appearance of the 
policeman with the calf hide the investiga- 
tion proceeded. After an inquest upen 
the hide, which was conducted with mature 
deliberation, it was discovered and solemnly 
decided that the calf which had once upon a 
time rattled around inside the hide was dead. 
This, they thought, could not be doubted.

THOMAS SEOOOMBE WRITES OF TITUS 


OATES IN “ TWELVE BAD MEN.” 


— 


Before the Present Found a Biogra- 


Decreed a Punishment by Judge Jef- 
freys Which Was Calculated to Fit His 
Crimes—Vuigar Close of His Life, 


It would hardly be proper to take leave of 
Mr. Thomas Seccombe’s Twelve Bad Men,” 
which furnished Tun Tarsunz of last Sunday 
with a Trio of Scoundrels,”’ without taking 
notice of the editor’s pet criminal—the one 
on whom he bestows the epithet of the 
bloodiest villain since the world began.“ It 
is indeed a curious fact that up to the appear- 
ance of the present work there has never been 
a complete biography of the king of perjurers. 
“To have accom such a task 
is perhaps not a matter of unmixed 
self-satisfaction,”’ writes Mr. Sec- 
combe; but it remains for some one 
to lift that sad specimen of depraved human- 
ity to his literary pillory, In one way the 
reader will be disappointed in the biography; 


cently bad, There is no suggestion in Titus 
Outes of the * archangel ruined, “ excess 
of glory obscured,”’ etc., 
Satan. There is no type of his groveling 
character in all Anglo-Saxon literature; in- 
deed, to find his prototype one must look to 
the classics of the French. Titus Oates was a 
Tartuffe only ‘that the imagination of 
Moliére in forming the character of the re- 
ligious hypocrite did not dare to go te the ex- 
cess that Mother Nature did in creat the 
human being which history knows as Titus 


ates, : 

All the data of the life here gathered are 
not interesting; they are so gros3, s0 low, that 
the gorge rises at them, and one feels indig- 
nant that thie huge hypocrite should rejoice 
even ina crown among scoundrels many of 
whom had manly and often high intel. 
lectual qualities. One, therefore, iso. 
lates Titus Oates from his associates 
in the book entitled Twelve Bad Men.” 
And one will touch only on salient points in 
his career, especially on his punishment, 
which, like the essence of his own character, 
wasinhuman. ‘There was only one man in 
the days of the Restoration who was the fitting 
instrument of justice against Oates, and that 
was Judge Jeffreys. The Judge without 
mercy was by the irony of fate calied upon to 
pronounce sentence upon the perjurer with- 
out conscience. Titus Oates, although up to 
the present it was thought he was the son of 
„% poor ignorant, fantastic ribbon-weaver,”’ 
really came of a clerical family in 
Norfolk. His father, Samuel, had been 
a slzar at Cambridge, and after his 
ordination became an Anabaptist. Samuel’s 
reputation was not savory, his eccentricities 
of morals making him acquainted with the 
interior of Colchester gaol. He was an old 
rascal, but in no respect an unnatural oae, 
He turned his coat frequently in religion, as 
his son was destined to do after him. ; 

The king of liars was born in 1649. He 
went to several schools, where he was gener- 
ally accounted adunce, and showed a tend- 
ency to petty larceny. Yet he seems to 
have made some friends, and after one or 
more failures contrived to slip into orders 
in the established church and got the vicarage 


\ of Bobbing in Kent. 
In appearance the liar had grown up plaus- 


bly solid. His face was large, flat, and oval, 
with a portentous chin, “his mouth standing 
exactly in the middle of his face like the 
white in the center of a target. He has 
the largest chin of any man . Europe,“ says 
an old writer; by the same token they tell a 
merry story how he cheated atwopenny barber 
by hiding it under his cloak.“ is nose was 
long and peaked; his periwig he wore fair 
and woolly. “Pray what is the rea- 
son,” said Charles II. one afternoon 
at the theater, that we never see a 
rogue in a play, but odds fish! they always 
ciap on him a black periwig, when itis well 
known that one of the greatest rogues in En- 
gland always wears a fair one? caulay’s 
picturesque description of Oates’ hideous 
features, his short neck, his legs uneven, 
his forehead low as that of a baboon, his 
purple cheeks. and his monstrous length of 
chin,” is well known. He was coarse and 
gross in animal constitution; though short of 
stature he had the chest and neck of a tail 
man and enjoyed that powerful circulation 
which is conducive-to rapid action, but not te 
sustained thought. 

He did not stay long in Kent. He began 
eariy as an accuser, being in the habit of 
bringing shocking charges against any one 
who offended him. He became chaplain of 
a King’s ship, which was then a dishonored 
post. In his abject need he bit upon the no- 
tion of turning Roman Catholic. A proseiyte 
in gown and bands could surely command 
a price. The fathers at Somerset House, 
where Catherine, Queen Consort, had her 
chapel, were the best abused men in London, 
but they would not let a poor convert suffer. 


ing. two of the black-frocked gentry con- 
nected with the chapel. To them he prac. 
ticed a treachery which gives a key to his 
singularly base nature, showing him as 
taking a delight in desecrating any- 
thing which other natures held sacred. 
From these two men who saved bim from 
starvation, and were afterwards brought by 
him to the gallows, he boasted subsequently 
how, on one uccasion, he stole a box of con- 
secrated wafers, which he styled in derision 
n box of gods.“ With these Wafers he as- 
sured his audience many a time he used “to 
seal his letters for above a year and a half.“ 

He sought admission to the order of Jesuits, 
for he says he found them men for his 
turn, because they were the cunning, politic 
men, and the men that could satisfy him.“ 
Says the author: 

Far from letting this little incident serve for a 
reproach on the tongues of the Protestants; who 
adored him in the days of his pride, he would lay 
his head upon his breast and call upon the Al- 
mighty to bear witness that he had never changed 
his religion, but that he had gone among them in 
order to betray them. What his real intentions 
were when he took the step is far from 
plain. That he had any such design 
as he pretended is the least likely hypothesis. 
The most simple is that England was getting too 
hot to hold him. He conceived the life of a Jes- 
uit emissary to be a merry and a roving one. The 
new cloth might serve as a better cloak for his 
criminal fancies than the old. He doubtless 
foresaw mapy knavish possibilities and snatched 
eagerly at the notion of a new sphere of credit; 
but definite project he had none,

One morning in A 1678, Charles IT, 
was walkingin St. James’ Park, when he was 
told the ulars of a gigantic Roman Cath- 
olic conspiracy to take his life. The courtier 
began to unfoid the plot as detailed by Oates 
and Dr. Tonge how two Jesuit knaves, Grove 
and Pickering, had undertaken to shoot the

n ; and further, how one Wakeman, the 

ueen’s physician, was at present taking steps 
to poison his royal master. 

The whole of Oates’ story rested upon the 
monstrous superstition that Titus was not only a 
chosen emissary and carrier of all the Josuits’ 
most important dispatches, but that all the con- 
tents of the papers with which he wagintrusted 
were communicated to him by the deep con- 
trivers of a secret and supremely dangerous 

jot. He had no. documentry evidence, yet he 

ad had all the strings of the conspiracy in his 
hands. the ace go-between 
among the Jesuits Oates had obviously to ac- 
kno inti with the chief instruments 
et when he was con- 
ted with them-he did not know them. When 
= were introduced to the Council in company 
with a few other persons he was utterly unable 
to identify them. 

The King alone seemed to keep his head 
when excitement over the plot was at fever 
heat. He suspected Oates, discovering him 
in numerous faisehoods. But at this time 
there happened a mysterious murder, which 
maddened the already excited people and

ir Edmund Berry Godrey, the magistrate be- 
fore whom Oates had sworn to the revela- 
tions, was found murdered, and his undoing 
was attributed to the papal party. By the 
public the murder was taken as the proof 
of the plot, while the plot ap an 
equaily .plain proof of the murder 
Oates was exalted into a popular nero; he was 
hailed us the savior of his country, and ten

Throughout the whole of the trial epoch 
Oates claimed the privilege of doling out just 
as much information as suited him—in other 
words, as he invented it. He never made a 
full authentic statement, but kept back im- 
portant facts in reserve. Walter Scott in 
„ Peveril of the Peak makes Titus use this 
fable: Maay Laard, I will tell you a pretty 
fable.“ I hope,“ answered the Judge, it 
may be the first and last you shall 
tell in this place.“ „ Maay Laard,” 
continued Oates, there was once a faux 
who having to. caary a goose over a frazen 
river,and being afraid the aice would not 
bear him and his booty, did caary over a 
stoané, maay Laard, in the first instance, to 
prove the strength of the aice, It was not 
thought that I should have brought out all the 
story at aance.”’ 
Hitherto an indictment for the plot had 
been synonymous with a conviction. Oates 
been implicitly believed by the London 
juries. He was accordingly emboldened to 
accuse the Queen on oath before the Privy 
Council of being pe to the plot and of the 
design to kill the King. This was the accusa- 
tion which iu reality lay behind the trial of 
Sir George Wakeman, the Queen’s physician. 
Sir George was acquitted, Oates having been 
caught tripping. The acquittal ought to 
have been a’ warning to him; it was 
a sign that the reaction had begun. 
In spite of certain appearances the King was 
even at this time the most potent factor in the 
direction of events. He had witnessed un- 
moved the execution of innocent men, but the 
attack upon the Queen was not to his taste. 
They think.“ he said, I have a mind toa 
new wife, but for all that I will not see an in- 
nocent woman abused.

In spite of the wanmg prestige of the plot 
Stafford’s life had to be sacrificed. Oates 
swore that he had delivered a commission to 
Stafford from the Pope as Paymaster-Gen 
eral of the army which was to be raised by 
the Catholics. The unhappy man was be- 
headed Dec. 29, 1680. Scores of other per- 
sons owed indirectly their violent deathg to 
the perjuries of Oates, 

The trials here spoken of may be read in 
the history of England, but not so the 
personal history of Titus during this pe- 
riod. He preuched in many pulpits and kept 
himself before the public. Oxford University 
administered to him a slap in the face by re- 
fusing him the D. D. degree. In 1679 he 
had approached the zenith of his fortunes. 
He had lodgings in Whitehall anc £1,200 per 
annum, and he had the impudence to say to 
the House of Lords that if it would not help 
him to more money be must be forced 
to help dimself. He put on an 
Episcopal garb (except the lawn sleeves), 
siik gown and cassock, great bat, 
satin hatband and rose, long scarf, and was 
called the ** Savior of the Nation. Whoever 
he pointed at was taken up and committed; 
many people got out of his way as from a 
blast, and glad they could prove their last 
two years’ conversation. His very breath was 
pestilential. 

As Charles II. approached his end the tide 
began torunin favor of the Roman Catho- 
lics. In 1684 the Duke of York instituted a 
civil suit against Oates for defamatory lan- 
guage. The jury gave damages to the enor- 
mous extent of £100,000, and Titus was 
thrown into a debtors’ prison pending the full 
payment of that amount. Although he was 
only technically a prisoner for debt he was 
loaded with heavy irons. 

James II. had not been long on the throne 
before Oates’ trial for perjury was proceeded 
with, Titus never appeared to better advan- 


| tage than when. defending himself against 


overwhelming odds. He challenged nearly 
every juror; he interrupted Jeffreys, insisted 
upon being heard, and gave Jeffreys back 
every bit as good ‘as he received. It was a 
case of Arcades Ambo. Either might have 
taken the other’s place with perfect propriety. 
Jeffreys summed up with tremendous force 
against the prisoner. The jury after half an 
hour’s deliberation gave the verdict of guilty. 
The sentence was a terrible one, including be-

In all Oates received not less than 3,000 
lashes.

He lay ten weeks under the sur- 
geon’s hands and when recovering he was sub- 
jected to outrages by his ene who pene- 
trated even his prison. It was said that in his 
cell he 2 himself up to melancholy, sitting 
whole days uttering deep groans, arms 
folded, and his hat pulled over his eyes.

as he was frequently taken from prison to be 
shown in this shameful faghion.

The severity of the perjurer’s durance was 
relaxed before the fall of the House of Stuart. 
It was a foregone conclusion that his sentence 
would be reversed after the arrival of the 
Prince of Orange 1688. Lords and 
Commons had a qtarrel over him before he 
was released. The feeling in the Lords was 
adequately expressed by the Duke of Leeda, 
A perjured scoundrel demanded the reversal 
of his sentence. Well, he had already been 
whipped from Newgate to Tyburn. Let their 
Lordships literally reverse his sentence by 
ordering him to be whipped from Tyburn to 
Newgate. 

The later years of Titus Oates’ life are se 
vulgar and commonplace that one is not sur- 
prised that writers of biography should have 
contemptuously neglected him. When he 
found himself set at liberty oy K 
iam’s grace he found that the alty on 
which he prided himself—the making of 
so-called opi plots—was antiquated, 
so he tri his hand at Jacobite 
plots, making himself a sort of diabolical 
sponsor to one William Fuller, who proved to 
bea dullard at deviltry. He could not keep 
from meddlmg with religion, which was hia 
standby, and he forced himself on the Ana- 
baptists, who by no means relished his obnox- 
ious favor. He managed to break into the 
sect, though he was ultimately expelled “as 
a disorderly person and a ypocrite,”’ 
The principal reason of his becoming an 
Anabaptist was to turther his aims in legacy 
huntmg; but the particular victim he had in 
view—a rich widow—escaped his clutches. 
But in his infirmities he found what he called 
a doe —4 woman of respectability with 
money who consented to marry him. She 
had little in the way of looks— 
a source of gratification, it is

of £2,000. He was very quarrelsomein his 
age, haunting the courts, where he listened to

Lives Lost in the French Wars. 


A Paris journal, Annales d Hygtene Publique, 
has lately printed ad article on the loss of life in 
France caused by wars in the course of a century. 
At the beginning of the revolution in 1789 the 
standing army numbered about 120,000 men. 
In the course of the year 1793 the footing was 
increased to 1.300, 000, of whom about 1, 300,000 
marched off to the various battle-flelds. In 1798 
there was hardly one-third of this legion alive. 
Ten years later—that is, after the wars in Belgi- 
um. along the Rhine, in Egypt, and the Vendee— 
there were 677,588 soldiers in the French army. 
In the period between 1800 and 1815 the wars of 
the consulate and the empire cost the country, 
according to Thiers, 2,000,000 men, and accord- 
ing to Charles Richet, 3.000, 000. The years of 
the restoration and of the July Government 
were ‘‘comparatively peaceful for rance, 
Under the second empire France had again 
heavy losses by the Crimean war, the Italian 
campaign, the campaigns in China and Mexico, 
and, finally. in the Franco-Prussian war of 1870- 
71. In the Oriental campaign of 1854 to 1856 
96,615 of the 309,000 soldiers who took part in 
it were buried in foreign lands. The Italian 
campai cost the country 10,200 men, 
1,000 of the 8,000 sent to China in 1860 never 
returned. There are no trustworthy reports as 
to the losses in Mexico, but in the Franco- 
sian war 139,000 Frenehmen were : 
143,000 wounded. 


To Identify the Tramp. 


A plan for distinguishing between genuine 
seekers for work who go onthe road through 
necessity. and the tramp by trade, has been de- 
vised in England. Its object is to enable police 
officers and poor-law administrators to identify 
each class, that the unfortunate workman may 
be aided in his search for work, ard the tram 
be compelled to find it for a time whether he w 
or no. It is proposed to give workingmen cards 
upon which their last employer shall indorse a 
certificate of character, and on which shall be 
printed instructions where to go in every town 
and oy in the United Kingdom for shelter and 
food. The possession of sucha cardisto give 
the tramping workman a right to this aid, le 
the tramp who does not haveit is to be set at 
work in the workhouse orfor public t 
somewhere.
